ituated in the heart of Switzerland, and within easy 
reach of all that is grandest in the scenery of the Alps, 
Lucerne is the point to which converge all who travel 
through the country from north to south, from east to west. 
From Constance and Zurich, from Basle and Olten, from 
Geneva and Berne, travellers reach the town by the three 
main lines of railway ; every train that crosses the Biiinig 
brings passengers from the Bernese Oberland, and every steam- 
boat that furrows the Lake is laden with tourists from the 
Forest Cantons, while the St. Gothard Railway burrowing 
through the Alps brings its quota of travellers from the sunny 
South, — for Lucerne forms the northern terminus of the famous 
international line. Thus it is that from the time when the 
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chestnuts on the beautiful quay are openin^^ their rosy Mossoms 
to the sj ring breezes, till late in October when the autumnal 
winds begin to strip the leaves from the trees, the flood of 
foreign viaitors never ceases to flow, so that no one can 
claim to Know Switzerland unless he has spent part of a sum- 
mer at Lucei ne. 

Lucerne was not always, as it is now, the metropolis of 
the travelling world; this it has hecome only since mankind 

began to take delight in sublime scenery. In very early 
days, when mountains, glaciers and torrents were regarded 
with feelings of awe rather than of admiration, a little as- 
semblage of flshermen's huts stood on the banks of the BeuBS« 
The first event of importance in the history of this village 
was the founding of the convent of St, Leodegar about the 
year 735. The village, which derived its name of Lucerne 
from the word "Ludgar," a corruption of Leodegar, gradually 
grew into a town, which soon obtained control over the trade 
of the lake on which it stood. When the peasantry of the 
interior Cantons concluded the alliance ont of which in 
course of time rose the Swiss Republic, Lucerne did not 
hesitate to join them, so that from the year 1332 the history 
of the Confederacy was also that of Lucerne; and up to 
1848 the town formed like Zurich and Berne, one of the 
seats of the Federal diet. The old flags in the Bathaus 
and in the Franciscan Church bear witness to the fidelity 
with which the burghers supported their compatriots in the 
wars that secured Switzeriaiui its independence ; and when 
the land had no longer to defend itself against foreign 
enemies the men of Lucerne were loth to lay down thoir 
weapons; they chose rather to enlist under the banners of 
foreign states. Whatever verdict we may pass upon the 
system of mercenary military service, Lucerne can at least 
boast that its sons were faithful to tlie masters they pledged 
themselves to serve : the ''Lion of Lucerne" is the well-known, 
monument of their heroism and self-sacrifice. 
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The sitnatloB of Lucerne is wonderfully picturesque. 

While Berne is the seat of the Federal government, and 
Zurich a centre of the sciences and of the commerce, while 
Basle boasts its trade and its beuevoieut institutions, and 
Geneya its flourishing industries, Lucerne claims pre-eminence 
over them all for the heauty of its scenery; indeed, one 
could live in the city for years without exhausting the 
walks and excursions for which the environs are famous. The 
dweller in Lucerne must needs be an ardent lover of nature 
and an enthusiastic mountain climber, for on one side of him 
stands the Bigi and on the other Pilatus, while betwee|i 
them lies the gleaming expanse of the Lake of the Four 
Cantons, with the snowy ranges of the Alps beyond it. In 
whichever direction we direct our steps we are surprised and 
delighted with the beauties that meet us. 

It is not therefore solely its position in the centre of 
Switzerland that makes Lucerne the rendezvous of the 
tourists who flock to it summer after summer. Of the 250,000 
or 300,000 travellers visiting the town each year, we may 
be sure that those its beauties attract are at least as numerous 
as those who yisit it merely because it is one of the prin- 
cipal stations on their route. 

Numerous guide-books to Lucerne and its environs have 
been published, and can be obtained at the booksellers* shops 
in the city. The object of the present little work is to 
give an extract of the somewhat bulky monographs already 
existing, and thus to present the visitor to Lucerne with a 
reliable and handy guide to the city and the places of in- 
terest in its yicinity. 
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A WALK THROUGH THE CITY 



The trayeller tamiag at Lucerne by one of the fire 

railway lines is agreeably surprised at the sight of the 
new railway station. The main part, covered with a glass 
roof, is lofty, spacious, and well lighted. The approach to 
the platforms is 310 feet in length, and that part of the 
building containing the booking-offices and waiting-rooms is 
an imposing structure. The lofty Testibule is surmounted 
by a cupola rising to a height of 137 feet. The entire 
building rests upon a foundation of 3597 piles, having a total 
length of oyer 120,000 feet. 

Adjoining the station is th(i luteriiational Museum of 
War and Peace. It was founded under the auspices of the 
late Bussian State Counsellor Johaon von Bloch, who died at 
Warsaw, and its object is to promote peace among the nations. 
The Museum illustrates the historical development of im- 
plements of war, and celebrates the blessings of peace. It Is 
divided into the following: sections: 1. Weapons and their 
efi'ects in ancient and modem times. 2. The organisation of 
armies. 3. The waging of war. 4. Tactics. 5. Shooting. 
6. Fortifications. 7. Expedients of warfare. 8. Sanitation. 
9. Army service corps. 10. Naval warfare. 11. Political 
economy. 12. Relics of warfare. 13. Panoramas. 11. Cine- 
matographs. Entrance 1 franc. 

Immediately on leaving the Station we see before us a 

magnificent prospect : on the right the green slopes of the 
Rigi ; in front of us tlic lake, and the town with its pic- 
turesque towers. To the left of the Railway station stands 
the Post and Telegraph Office, and a few steps bring us to 
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the bridge known as the Seebrlieke, built at great expense 
in IS69 — 1870. It is 62 feet in width and 500 in length. 




Museum of War and Peace 



Hut here our attention is at once absorbed by the scene 
that lies before us. Beyond the glittering surface of the 
Lake of the Four Cantons rise the Alps in all their splendour. 
On the left, above the fertile gardens of Weggis towers 
the Rigi with its gleaming hotels, on the right the rugged 
summit of Mount Pilutus, while between them, overtopping 
the lesser eminences, rises a long array of snowy peaks. 
That part of Lucerne which fringes, the Lake has quite a 
modern aspect, with its noble and commodious hotels, and 
its elegant villas and country houses interspersed among 
luxuriant gardens. But if we follow with our eyes the course 
of the KeiisSy the river whose clear green waters, issuing 
from the lake, flow under the bridge, we have before us 
the Lucerne that has felt the hand of time. The old 
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roofed bridge thrown across the stream, and the ramparts 
of the llusegg surmounted bj their nine gray towers, 
give the city an antique appearance in spite of the grand 
new buildings rising on all sides and dotting the surround- 
ing hills. 

Crossing the Seebrticke, at the north end of which stands 
a meteorolojT^ical column with a barometer and thermometer 
and an instrument for indicating the height of the waters 
in the lake, we reach the Qnayy the famous promenade of 
fashionable visitors to Lucerne, where, beyond the delight^ 
fully cool avenue of trees fringing the lake, stand great 
caravansaries. Regarding the Ik t els of Lucerne but little 
need be said ; in the seventy or more hotels the city possesses 
everyone can find accommodation to suit him,--the wealthy 
traveller all the luxury that he is accustomed to at home; 
the middle class tourist, a comfortable lodging at moderate 
expense; and even those whose means are very limited 
will find it possible to install themselves here in a satis- 
factory manner. 

In the morning the quay preseots a gay and animated 
scene, but in tho evening it affords a unique picture of 
European life, as we stroll along the. shady avenue, past the 
lofty hotels and the gardens gay with southern flowers. AU 

that meets our view, near or distant, fills us with delight. 
The moiiutains especially attract our attention. A toposcope, 
or diagram indicating the names of the different peaks and 
of the places in the neighbourhood, stands on the quay and 
will tell us in less time and with greater accuracy than a 
written description, the names of all the visible summits and 
of the villages and chateaux on the lake-shore. 

Just between the shady promenades of the Schweizerhof 
and National Quays is situated the new Knrplats. By 

decision oi' the comnmnity, whicli was taken in April 1907, 
this [place was resei ved as a public garden, and with th.e 
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financial aid of neighbours and other citizens, the Municipality 
in connection with the " Kur-Committee created according 
to the plans of Professor Bruno Schmitz, architect at Char- 
lottenburg, the Kurplatz with a music-hall. Public concerts 
are given here daily (weather permitting) from 11 to 12 a.m. 
and from 4 to 4.45 p.m. by the celebrated Italian Orchestra

of the Casino. The Kurplatz is the rendez-vous of the 
fashionable world, where everybody meets to listen to the 
excellent musical productions. 

A little further east between the National Quay and the 
Haldenstrasse (tramways) is the Casino-Kursaal. This esta- 
blishment, which belongs to the Casino Association of Lucerne, 
comprehends a theatre, conversation, play and reading rooms, 
as well as a first-class Restaurant with covered verandas, 
and a large shady garden. 

From Easter to October concerts are given at the Casino 
daily from 5.15 to 6 p.m., and after 8.30 p.m., in case of 
rainy weather also from 11—12 a.m., and from 4.30 to 6 p.m. 
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The Band ccmsists of 56 Italian musicians and is conducted 
hj Maestro Angelo Famagalli, of the Scala-Theatre of Milan. 

From May to October every evening variety-shows given 
by first-class artists at the Karsaal-Theatre; from July to 
October BalIet*representations by celebrated solo-dancers of 
well-known theatres and of the first Italian Corps de Ballet. 

On Monday evenings during July, August and September 
great classical Concerts with the co-operation of prominent 
artists. 

In August and September special dramatical representa- 
tions. Illumination of the Gardens in occasion of the different 
National days and the International Horse-races. 

The legitimate holders of the Eurhefte issued 

by the Kur-Committee are entitled to free entrance into the 
Casino during the day and to 25 V reduction on the regular 
entrance fees lor ail places to the evening representations at 
the theatre. 

Adjoining the Kursaal, in proximity to the great hotels, 
are the beautiful Lawn tennis courts, whicli are all that 
the most enthusiastic deyotee of the game could desire. 

Hero on the quay, too, there are comiiM dious Sirinnnniy' 
Baths for ladies and geutleiuen, where a plunge into the cool 
waters of the lalce may be eiyoyed. 

On our retnm we notice the new English Chureh, a 
plain Gothic structure, built in 1898—1899, and a hundred 
yards further on we pass the palatial l)uilding of the St. 
Gothard Railway Company^ opposite whidi stands the house 
of the ,,Four Seasons^^ 

To the East of the 9chweizerhof-Quay ^ on which .d^o 
stands the Protestant Church, rise the. twin towers of tlie 
Hoikirohe of St^Leodegar^ the prinri]nil Catholic church of 
Lucerne. Connoisseurs praise the beautiful carved choirstallSi 
the artistic wrought-iron choir screen, and the screen of the 
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baptistry, as well as the magnificent wood-carvings on the 
northern side-altar, dating from the fifteenth century, when 

the art of wood-carving was much 
cultivated in Switzerland. Lovers 
of music should not omit to attend 
the organ performances held in 
the church every weekday evening

organ is one 
of the oldest 
and most fa- 
mous instruments of the 
kind. It was huilt in 1650 
hy Geisler, of Salzburg, and 
reconstructed m 1862 by 
Haas, to whose skill we 
owe the wonderful and 
unique "vox humana." The 

organ was again restored by Goll^ of Lucerne in 1898-1899, and 
fitted with a "vox cclcsta'\ It contains no fewer than 4950 
pipes. The organist, Mr. Breitcnbach, has a most extensive 
repertoire of classical and modern compositions. Beyond the 
church is the ancient burying-ground, surrounded by an 
arcade, — a spot secluded from the tumult of the town. 

In the adjacent Lowcnstrasse is the Grand Panorama, 
representing the retreat of General Bourbaki's army into

of M. Castres, of Geneva, an artist well know^n for his battle- 
pieces.

Bearing to the north, we now come to the romantic nook 
containing the famous Lion of Lnceriie. Before the Bevo- 
lution the kings of France 
maintained a guard of honour 
composed of Swiss yeomen. 
The duties of these guards 
generally were far from be- 
ing onerous, but when on 
August the 10th, 1792, the 
Jacobins, furious at the 
approach of an Austro-Prus- 
sian Army for the defence 
of the king, stormed the 
Tuileries, two battalions of 
the Swiss guards were over- 
powered, after a heroic 
struggle, and on the 2nd 
and 3rd September the re- 
mainder also fell. The 
monument, due to the sug- 
gestion of Colonel von Pfy ffer 
of this city is dedicated 
to their common memory. 
It was sculptured in the year 

1821, by Ahont^ of Con- The Great Organ In the Hofklrche 

stance, after a model by the 

famous Tlionraldaen^ in the face of a rocky cliff GO feet in 
height The scene is an impressive one. In the shade of 
tall trees spreads a small sheet of water and behind it rises 
a perpendicular rock, in a recess occupying the midst of which 
lies the wounded lion, defending even in death the charge 
entrusted to him. Above the monument is the simple legend

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Helvetiorum fidei nc virtuti^ tooretlier with the names of the 
fallen officers. This noblest and most beantifnl of Lnceme^s 
monuments, is open to the public free of charge. 

Close to the Lion Monument stands the Expiatory Chapel, 

bearings the inscription Invictis pax. 

On the left is the Alpinenm, a great Alpine dioranui of 
new design, constructed by its proprietor, Mr. Ernst Hodel, 
and including five immense pictnres of the High Alps, with 
natural objects in the foreground, presenting a most striking 
and natural appearance. Entrance I franc. 

A few yards further east is the entrance to the extremely 
remarkable Glacier (ilardeni which affords a unique spectacle. 
Accident led to the discovery of this most interesting natural 
phenomenon. While digging the foundation of a house in 
1872, workmen discovered nine ^'pot holes" of an ancient 
glacier. The largest is ;U feet deep and 27 in diameter. 
They were evidently hollowed out in prehistoric times by 
waters flowing beneath the glacier which then extended 
from the SU Gothard to the north of Switzerland. Water 
trickling through the fissures of the glacier imparted a rota- 
tory motion to stones which, after falling upon the ice, also 
found their way through the tissures. In the course of 
centuries these stones hollowed out the holes in the rock 
beneath, and were left in them when the glacier receded. 
Indeed these stones, consisting of gneiss, granite of the St. 
Gothard, and Alpine limestone, are still to be seen in the 
holes. Tiii (t lacier Garden affords an explanation of a re- 
markable geological phenomenon, ami the formation uf the 
once enigmatical ''pot holes'* is cleverly illustrated in the 
upper part of the garden. 

In various buildings in the Glacier Garden are other 
iuieresting objects, various groups of Alpine animals, taste- 
fully arranged, and Pfyffer's famous Relief Map of Central 
Switzerland, Although it has been excelled in modern times, 
it deserves attention as being the first successful attempt to 
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represent a mountainous region. Another map illustrates 
the battle fought in the Muotta-valley, between the Russians

and the French, October 31st, 1709. The armies are repre- 
sented by plaster figures. A third important relief map is 
that of the St. Gothard Railway by Messrs. Imfeld and 
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Becker, showing the entire route and makin<r it easy to realise 
the difdcuities which had to be overcome in constructing the 
line. There is farther a madel of a lake Tillage after Dr, 
EeUer, with the implements of the period^ and, In a hand- 
some new bnOding, Staufer^B Alpine ZwdAgical MuMnrn, open 
to visitors to the Glacier Gardcu free of charge. There is 
also a permanent exhibition of Photoehrom pictures. 

The Garden is open until nightfall.

Near the Glacier Garden is the Oriental Labyrinth, on the 
plan of iLl famons Alhambra Palace in Granada, containinginter- 
esting Oriental groups, paliii-grove, rose garden and a large Ka- 
leidoscope with Telescopic attachment. Entrance 1 fr. Tickets 
for the Labyrinth may also be obtained at the Glacier Garden. 

Let ns now pay a visit to the Old Town. Though 
boasting of little that is remarkable, it will at least give as 
an idea of what an uKi Swiss town was like. Many of the 
houses are adorned with mural paintings, and others with 
wrought ironwork,in which antique designs are cleverly imitated. 

Betnming to the Qaay and to Nr. 2 Kapellplatz, we 
most call the visit or's attention to the General Enquiry 
Offlee, where tourists can obtain, free of charge, information on 
all pniTits bearing upon railway and other commiuiicalion, not 
only in Lucerne and its environs but throughout Switzerland. 

From the Schwanenplatz we tarn our steps towards the 
roofed wooden bridge known as the Kapellbrileke, which 
crosses the River Beuss diagonally. This curious structure, 
dating from the year 1838, is a caracteristic f(^;inire of 
Lucerne, and being constructed entirely of wood, ii recalls 
the time when the town did not possess a single house of 
stone. That was 400 years ago, when Lucerne was nicknamed 
"the wooden stork's nest". In the 112 triangular paintings 
placed at regular intervals beneath the rouf of the bridge 
are recorded the heroic deeds of the old Switzers, and the 
sufferings ol their patron saints Leodegar and Maurice. 
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In the midst ot the Kapellbriicke stands the octagonal 
Wasserturm, once the town treasury and still the storehouse 
of the municipal archives and documents. Many authors have 
stated that in Roman times the Wasserturm was a lighthouse 
and have derived the name of the town from lucerna^ a 
lantern, but there is more tradition than truth in this ety- 
mology, for, like the Musegg, the tower is simply a part of 
the fortifications with which the town was surrounded during 
the first half of the thirteenth century. 




ON THE KAPELLBRUCKE 



Crossing the Kapellbriicke we reach the Kleinstadt, as 
that part of the city on the left bank of the river is called 
in contradistinction to the Grossstadt on the right bank. 
Soon, however, the "little town" will become the "great 
town," since the topographical conditions permit of a greater 
extension of Lucerne on the left bank of the river than on 
the right. It is on the left bank that we find the modern 
quarter of the city. 

At the west end of the Seebriicke, in the river, a number 
of swans and other waterfowl are housed, conspicuous among 
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them bein^ numbers of pretty black ( oot (Fulica atra) \ being 
carefully protected by the inhabitants, these birds have be- 
come half tame^ though elsewhere rather shy, and th^ f om 
quite a characteristic feature of the Eeass and the Lake 

of Lucerne. 

Traversing the shady Quay to the left of the Rail- 
way Station, and passing some fine and commodious hotf Is^ 
we reach the Theatre and the Church of St. Xavier. The 
former is closed during the summer, its place being taken 
by the Kursaal, but in the winter, the holiday-time of 
the inhabitants of Lucerne, it is one of their favourite 
places of resort. The Church of St. Xavier is a building 
in the style of the eighteenth century, with 8 chapels and 
seyeral excellent altar-pieces. Somewhat farther down the 
Reuss stands the Government Building. The front of the 
main building, in the Florentine style, at once attracts our 
attention, and still more that part of the edifice known as 
the Schldsschen, Its three stories are supported by slender 
columns, and the whole is a remarkable monument of six- 
teenth century architecture, doing honour to the designer, 
Uaus von Lyn of Trient. The legislature of Canton Lucerne 
meets here from time to time. The opposite building with 
arcades contains the Cantonal archives. They include numer- 
ous documents bearing on Swiss history and invaluable 
both from a political and sociological point of view. The 
gold seal of Charles the Bold of Hiir^^undy, a trophy of the 
battle of Grandson (1476), is kept here, as well as a tine 
collection of coins. Behind the Government building on the 
Hirschengraben is the new Cantonal School with the School 
of Arts and Trade. In the third story there is a Natural 
Hhtonj MiistHniy With rich botanical, zoological and geoloi^ical 
collections (St. Gothard minerals). Admission free on Sundays 
10 to 12, and on Tuesdays, Thursdays and Saturdays from 
2 to 4 At other times : 50 cts., children 25 cts. Closed every 
Saturday morning. Conservator: Prof. Bachmann 
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Close by is the Franciscan Chnrch, a plain Gothic 
structure with a handsome Renaissance chapel, finely carved 
choir-stalls, and copies of the banners captured by the Swiss 
in the famous victories which secured their liberty. 

Further, the Museum, with the Cantonal Library^ one of 
the largest in Switzerland, containing 90,000 volumes. Of 
special interest to students of Swiss literature is the Citi/

Lihrari/^ situated near the Reuss, and open to the public on 
weekdays from 2 till 1. This latter collection is rich in 
documents relating to the history of Switzerland prior to 1848. 
In the same building there is the best extant collection of 
Lucerne coins. 

From the Museum the Pfistergasse leads to the Arsenal 
and the Barracks, on reaching which we turn towards the 
Reuss, and cross, by the Spreuerbriicke, to the right bank of 
the river. 
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The Sprenerl)riicke or Miihlenbriicke resembles the 
Kapellbriicke in being built entirely of timber and roofed ; 
it is not so old, however, by a century. It contains an 
interesting series of 
paintings by Caspar 
Meglinger, dating from 
the sixteenth century 
and representing the 
Dance of Death. Be- 
tween the Kapellbriicke 
and the Spreuerbriicke 
an iron foot-bridge con- 
nects the Rathausquai 

with the Bahnhof- 
strasse, and a little 
lower down is the mo- 
dern Ecussbrlicke. Be- 
low the Spreuerbriicke, 
a sixth bridge over the 
Reuss connects the 
suburb of Sanct Jakob 
with the right bank of 
the river, which is here 
crossed also by the St. Gothard Railway. 

Crossing the MilhlenplatZy in which stands the handsome 
Getcerhegehiiude^ we reach the Wemmarkt, The fouutain 
here, with its statue of St. Maurice armed cap-^i-pie, is one 
of the finest old monumental fountains in Switzerland ; in 
particular the mail-clad warriors in lifelike attitudes, oc- 
cupying the niches of the fine Gothic column, deserve the 
attention of the connoisseur. The Kornmarktgasse leads us 
to the Old Rathaas in the Kornmarkt. This building, 
which is in the purest Renaissance style, contains a Gothic 
staircase and some admirable inlaid wainscoting and ancient 
carved wood-work, also portraits of magistrates of Lucerne, 
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and large mural paintings by Reinhard and Wyrsch. On the 
ground floor of the Rathaus there is a permanent Fine A^rt 
Exhibition and a Historical Museum of Applied Arts including 
the antiquarian collection of the Historical Society of the 
Five Cantons. Here we find objects from the lake-dwellings 
and from prehistoric tombs, numerous weapons and trophies 
from the old Swiss wars, two Turkish pennons taken by the 
men of Lucerne at the battle of Lepanto, Duke Leopold's 
coat of mail from the battle of Sempach, 19 Italian shields 
from the battle of Giornico, some fine specimens of old 
stained glass, and other objects connected with the most 
interesting events in the history ot Lucerne. (Entrance 1 fr. 
Open from June 1st to October 15th, 9 to 6.)

If we extend our walk from here up towards the grej 
ramparts ot the Musegg, we shall find the Municipal Girls* 
School installed in the former Maria Hilf Convent (the Boys* 
School occupying a stately building close by). Near it is the 
handsome new Christ Church built by the Old Catholics, in 
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wiiicii American Epiaeapal church senHeea are also held daring 
the season. The tower commands a yeiy fine view (entrance 
50 cts.; apply to the sexton). 

Before our walk is ended evening draws on, the soft 

pleasant summer evening of Switzerland. The leaves of the 
chestnut-trees rustle in the breeze that sweeps gently over 
the rippling waters of the lake, and the peaks of the snow- 
capped,, mountains redden as though they were no longer cold, 
but glowing with an internal fire ; the uplands are ali ablaze* 
while the shadows of eyening hare already fallen on the 
valleys. Softly swelling and dying gently away, the sweet 
tones of the vesper bells are heard through the stillness of 
the night. Through the foliage of the trees the electric light 
flashes^ and on the lake the rowing boats with their Chinese 
lanterns glide hither and thither, while the songs of their 
happy occupants are heard across the darkening waters. 

For variety of nationalities and costumes and the gay 
toilets of its ladies, Lucerne need not fear comparison with 
any of the great cities of the earth. Visitors from the Old 
World and the New meet together here, bent on enjoying 
the spectacle of which they themselyes form a part.

Lucerne is a splendid centre for walks. "If all is so, 
beautiful down below, how oncliautiug must it be uj) yonder 
on the hills encircling the cityl'^ So thinks the traveller, 
and on making the experiment he finds that every step up- 
wards is well rewarded. But which direction is to be taken 
first? 

On an eminence to the west of the city we may remark 
a building with a turret as slender and elegant as the 
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minaret of a mosque, rising above the nouses on the slope 
and the woods in the background. This is the famous Giitsch 




The Giitsch Railway and Hotel Restaurant 



(Hotel-Restaurant), a point of view which shows us in the 
most striking* manner the beauty of the district. A walk 
of ten minutes through the Pfistergasse and past the Bar- 
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racks brings us to the station of the cable railway, which 
conTeys us to the summit in 2 minutes. It is only 109 
yards in length. — the shortest railway in the world, — but 
the gradient is 53 in 100. If we prefer to make the ascent 

on foot, we turn to the left at the Orphan Asylum and on 
reachinj^ Qibraltarstrasse take the zig-zag path leading to 
the Hotel-Restaurant Wilhelmshohe and past the ancient 
tower to the heights, up to which there is also a carriage- 
road. Although the GUtsch is not more than a hill, it com- 
mands a snrprisingly fine view of the picturesque little town 
on tlie lleuss, and of the lake as far as the steep sides of 
the Rigi and Burgenstock, above which the Alps of Unter- 
walden, with the magnificent snowy ridge of the Titlis con- 
spicuous among them, pierce the southern sky The view 
down the riyer towards the quiet little Rotsee, and as far 
as the Uetliberg near Zurich, is piiUy, and if it is not 
extensive enough we can ascend by the lift to the top of 
the view-tower. An enjoyable walk too, can be taken in 
the magnihcent woods lying behind the Hotel and Pension 
G-tltsch, and in half an hour's Sonnenberg, a charming 
hUl resort is reached. 

Circular tickets available by tram to Kriens, by funicular 
to Sonnenberg, by funicular from Gtitsch and tram to any 
part of the town, or vice-versa, are issued in all electric 

street-cars in Lucerne. (Price fr. 2. — .) 



THE SONNENBERG RAILWAY. 

From Lucerne an electric tramway, affording a charming 

view of the Rigi, leads to the village of Kriens, less than 
2 miles distant, situated among the orchards at the foot of 
the rugged Mount Tilatus. Its silk-mills and maciiiue works 
render Kriens the busiest spot in Canton Lucerne. 
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From here an electric railway takes us in 20 minutes 
to the Kurliaus Sonnenberg, During the journey we en- 
joy a beautiful view of ike verdant Krienstal. The hotel 
is delightfoUj placed among fir-woods with a fall view 
of the lake and the Alps. Beneath the hotel are the Golf 
Links of Lucerne, 370 acres in extent, with their club-house. 

Basler-Ruhe, Victoriaplatz and Wolfssclilucht are charm- 
iug points of view in the extensive woodlands belonging to 
the Knrhans, bat the best of all is near the Cross on the 
Langen Furen, a ridge of the moontain chain, 2560 feet 
above the sea. Another ten minutes and we have before as 
not only the bays of Lucerne and Stans, with their beautiful 
meadows and orchards and their background of snow-clad 
mountains, but also in the opposite direction the valley of 
the Beoss and the entrance to the grassy £ntlebach. 

Li retaming to Laceme we shall do well to choose the 
path leading past the Schwyzerhusli-Restanrant through the 
Giitschwald to the Giitsch, a walk of about 45 minutes 
(Circular tickets; see Giitsch Eailway.) 



BOATING. 

While the heights surrounding the town afford oppor- 
tunity for many an interesting walk, the lake offers attrac- 
tions to all who are fond of boating. Bowing, sailing and 
motor boats can be hired on the Quay. The last named, 
which enable parties of visitors to make excursions all 
over the Lake of the Four Cantons, are jjarticulary 
popular, bhort boating trips may be made to Tribschen, 
Statz, St, Niklausen and Kastanienbaum to the left, and to 
Seeburg, Altstad and New Habsbarg on the right bank of 
the lake. Great enjoyment may be derived from exploring 
this beautiful sheet of water in a small boat.

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WALKS. 

After visiting the Gfltsch and Sonnenberg, tiie yisitor 

should next direct his steps to the Musegg, the heights 
above the city on the right bank of the river, where the 
nine old watch-towers rise aboye the grej ramparts. The 
place possesses romantic charms of its own. A carriage- 
road, beginning at the end of the Alpenstrasse leads 
in ten minutes up to the heights, which also command a fine 
view. 

Another point of view in the immediate vicinity of 
Lnceme is the Capaehin Cimrch of Wesemlln, twenty 
minutes' walk from the city, taking the road leading f^om 

the Lion Monument past the Glacier Garden, or from the 
Stiftskirche past the wayside Stations of the Cross, to the 
terrace on which the convent is situated. It conimands a 
picturesque yiew of the Musegg. From here we should con- 
tinue our walk as far as the Dret-Linden on the Httslls- 
bergy where we can sit on a bench and enjoy the ma^niificeut 
panorama of the Alps, from the liigi in the east to Finster- 
aarhorn and Pilatus in the west. If the half-Hour's walk to 
the Drei-Linden is too much, hire a carriage and diive up 
to it, either by the above-mentioned road or by the Adligens^ 
wil and new Drei-Linden road ; pedestrians will also do well 
to return by this last mentioned route, which commands very 
fine views. 

The beautiful residential quarter of Drei-Llnden can 
also be reached in a few minutes from the Hofkirche, by an 

easy road with fine views. 

A charming walk on level ground leads along the right 
bank of the Tleuss in less than a quarter of an hour to the 
Friedental^ a lovely little valley between the Reuss and the 
Botsee ; here we find the new cemetery of Lucerne with 
handsome moauiiients, some of them of consideral)l(^ artistic 
merit. For a drive, the new road from St. Jvarli to the 
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cemetery can be recommended. Another walk leads from 
the Quay to the Ualdeustrasse^ and along the lovely shore 
of the lake. The nnmerons boarding-houses and villas, with 
their beautiful gardens bordering the highway, as well as the 

lake with its steamboats, and the noble mountains rising on 
the further side of it, impart beauty and variety to this 
road, so that it is one of the favourite promenadt^s of visitors 
to Lacerne. 



SHORT EXCURSIONS AND DRIVES. 

There are so many short excursions that a choice is 
ditiicult. A ploasant road loads to Kriens (see above), and 
in 7« hours to the Himuielreleh Pension and iiestaurant, a 
beautiful point of view. 

Another tour in the same district is a walk or drire 
round the Soiuaiiberg through Kriens, Renggloch and Littaii, 
The drive occupies an hour and a half. The road leads 
through the valley of Kriens, at first fertile but afterwards 
ragged, to the Benggloch. Here we remark the rocky channel 
through which the Benggbach now flows into the KhineEmme, 
instead of falling as • formerly into the Lake of Lucerne, 
Enjoying a line view of the Entlobucli the valley of the 
Kleiue Emme,— in which the Church of Malters is conspicuous 
we now descend to Littaii at the entrance to the valley. 

Hor^iawald is another favourite resort. The way to this 
pleastiiily situated health-resort, kiSOU feet above the sea, 
leads through the valley of Kriens and the Schachenwald 
and across the upper Henggbrttcke through forests to the 
quaint old pilgrimage chapel, which commands a fine viev^ 
of the surruuiidiug country and is reiuitikablc fur the curious 
paintings that adorn its ceiling. 
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II is advisable to extend tliis tour by taking the foot- 
path leading from Hergiswald to the Eigental and opening 
into the carriage-road near the Holderkapelle, From Rengg- 
loch a good road leads to the Holderkapelle and the Eigen- 
tal without passing through Hergiswald; it may be recom- 
mended as the shortest way from Lucerne. 

The Eigental is a secluded and romantic glen at the 
foot of the rocky steeps of Pilatus. It extends for a distance 
of 6 miles, at a height of ;2600 to 3300 feet above the sea ; 
in summer-time its numerous chalets give us a pleasant 
glimpse of the life of Alpine herdsmen. In the ralley stand 
the little Chapel of the Good Shepherd, with interesting 
frescoes, a small Kurhaus, and a home for the school- 
children of Lucerne during their summer holidays. The 
valley contains some magnificent fir-trees and commands a 
splendid yiew of Mount Pilatus. 

From Matters^ second railway-station from Lucerne to 
Berne, we can reach the Eigenthal by driving to the health- 
resort of Schvvarzeiiherg, three miles from Malters and 
2760 feet above the sea. No less popular with excursionists 
thrin Schwarzenberg and Eigental is the health-resort Fam- 
biihl, 1V> hours from Malters. 

Another picturesque walk or drive takes us to Tribsclieii, 
Pension Stutz, Kastanlenbanm and Wiukel. 

For the greater part of the distance the level road skirts 
the left bank of Lake Lucerne, of which it commands charm- 
ing glimpses. 

We leave Lucerne by the Pilatus- and Hirschmattstrasse, 
the latter quickly leading us into the open country. Near the 

farmliouse of Gass, about P/a milen Irom Lucerne, the road 
branches off to the left to the rural mansion of Trihschen^ 
in which the famous composer Riehord Wagner spent six years 
of his life and in which he was living at the time of his 
marriage. A tablet affixed to the house bears , the following 
inscription : 
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in diesem hausk wohnte 

Richard Wagner 

vom april 1866 bis april 1872. 

hier vollendete er 
die meistersinger - siegfried 
gotterdammerung - beethoven - 
kaisermarsch - siegfried-idyll. 

The road, which now leads past the Biregg Woocht^ soon 
brings us to the Pension Stu/z^ — fine view of the Pilatus on 
the right,- the hamlet of Langensand and Oberhasli. From 
here a footpath leads to the charmingly situated rural inn 
of St. Niklanscn, on a promontory with numerous little bays 
and headlands, just the scene to delight a landscape-painter.

The landscape increases in splendour as we proceed on our 
way, and when, after a walk of 20 minutes, past the estate 
of Krfimerstein^ we reach the steamboat pier at Kastanien- 
haum, with its magnificent laurels, we find ourselves in a per- 
fect paradise. A splendid excursion following Bircggstrasse 
and thej^heights takes us through the woods to the Hotel 
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Pension Oherruti, with fine Tiew on the lake and from there 
down to Kastamenbamn, a pleaaaiit i»e hour's walk. The 
roady which now skirts the lake, commaiids a woaderfiiUj 
fine Tiew of Stansstad. the Stanserhom, and the Loppmrberf^ — 

the eastern spur ci I'duiu-, now Tisible from base to sommit 
and nowhere seen to <rr»^'iter adrantage. PassiD:^ the S/ ic^^f/.- 
egg^ the promontory separaung the Krenztricliitr irom the 
Lake of Alpnach, we reach the delightful Bay of WinM^ 
and, in a quarter of an hour, the little Tillage of the same 
name, situated at the end of the bay. while in 10 minutes 
more we come to the Tillage of Ilonc, a station on the Hrunig 
Railway, by which the pedestrian can return to Lucerne, 
unless he wishes to pay a visit to the military drill grounds 
lying on the straight road, 3 miles long, leading to Lucerne. 

An interesting half-day's excursion is the driTe through 
Horw^, Herglswil and Stansstad to the town of Stans and 
back. Beyond HorWy 3 miles from Lucerne, the road reaches 
the bay of Winkel, and follows the lake shore to Hergis- 
wil miles from Horw), keeping close to the perpendicular 
cliffs of the Lopperberg, which projects so far into the lake 
at thb point that a bridge has been thrown oTer it. Crossing 
this bridge we reach Stansstad, the jiort of the little C anion 
of Nidw^alden, a mile and a half from Hergiswil, ami afu r a 
delightful driTe through the meadows and orchard;^ of the 
StanserBoden we come to Stans, the Capital of the canton. 

The excursions on the east side of Lucerne are not less 
delightful than those on the west side. 

In the tirst place we may name the tour from Lucerne 
by IMetaehenberg and Adligenswil to Meggen and back 
to Lucerne. A road offering fine Tlews leads to the Dietacheu^ 
berg in about an hour, in another 20 minutes to the cstnte 
of TAndenfeld, and in a quarter of an hour to the farm- 
house of Utenherg, and then to the farm-house of Dietschm- 
herg; aboTO it rises the highest summit of the Dietschenborg- 
ridge* the Yogelherdy which we reach in another 10 minutes, 
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for all our trouble. We can descend in half an haiir to 
Adligenswilf whence it Is an hour*8 walk to the steamboat- 
pier at Meggertj on the Bay of Kussnacht, in the neigh > on r- 
hood of which stands the chateau of Neuhabshurg, a handsome 
building in the Gothic style of architecture. Passing it, 
taking a short cat across the promontory of AlMad^ and then 
following the shore of the lake, we can make our way back 
to Lucerne in one hour. A still shorter way, and quite as 
enjoyable, is by the Kreuzbuch road^ which branches off be- i 
tween Mcggen and Vordermeggen and commands at its highest | 
point (close by the English cemetery) a magnificent view. ' 

A drive in the reverse direction, namely from Lucerne ^ 
by Seebur^^ and Meggeu to Adligenswil and back, can also 

be strongly recommended ; the rural charm of this district i 

cannot fail to impress the tourist ) 

For another half-day's excursion we can take the train | 
to Gisikon on the line from Lucerne to Zug, and from here 
ascend the fiooterberg^ on the highest point of which, | 
2611 feet ahore the sea, stands the chapel of Michaelskreiur. 
The view from here M so extensive, that the ridge is some- 
time called the '^Little Kigi." The ascent can easily be 
made in three quarters of an hour. Especially fine is the 
view on the valley of the Eeuss, with its numerous villages, 
and of the hilly country extending from the outliers of the 
Alps to the Jura chain, just visible on the horizon. In re- 
turning we can either descend through Meyerskappel in an 
hour and a quarter to the hanilot and castle of Buonas on 
the lovely Lake of Zug, whence it is three quarters of an 
hour's walk to Rofhkreuz station; or we can make our way 
in 1 V> hours by Udligemwil to Eflgsnaelity at the further 
end of the bay of the same name (an arm of the Lake of 
Luccrne\ where tradition places the site of Gessler's castle. 
Between here and Immensec, on the Lake of Zug, lies the 
Hohle Gas&e, At KUssnacht we can take the train or steamer 
back to Lucerne. 
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There are ako some beautiful excursions to be made 
in the less iiilly distriets, for instance from Lucerne to 

Rothenburg-Kloipfen-Eschenbach and back to the town. 
On this route the old convent of Eschenbach is particularly 
attractiye. Another tour takes us through Oisikou, lowil and 
Emmen, with a yiew of the former convent of Bathausen and 
delightful glimpses of the Reuss and the little Emme. 

Most of the places on the banks of the Lake of Lucerne 
can easily be visited in half a day, but we think it will be 
better to describe them in connexion with the one-day ex- 
cursions, since most travellers will devote an entire day to 
them. 

For the cab-fares see tarif in the Appendix. 



SINGLE DAY EXCURSIONS. 

At the end of the section ^'The Lake of Lucerne'* we 
give a table of the excursions from every steamboat-pier on 
the lake and at the end of the section ^^Bigi" a table of the 

excursions from the Railway stations on the Rigi together 
with the time they occupy. 

The choice of short excursions that Lucerne affords is 
great, but as soon as we extend the time to a full day 

they become very numerous. There is the lake itself to 
explore, there are the liigi, the Pilatus and the Stanserlioru 
to ascend, there is the St. Gothard Railway, leading us into 
the heart of the Alps ; the Briinig Railway, which no tourist 
would be willing to strike out of his programme ; the vale 
of Obwalden with its famous Knj}^elberg ; the little Canton of 
Zug with its antique town, its lake and mountain-ridge, 
and its stalactite cavern near Baar; the little paradise of 
SchwyXi nestling at the foot of the gigantic Mytkm^ the 
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railway through the Canton Schwyz to the famous pilgrimage- 
place of Einsiedeln and the Lake of Zilrich, and* the beautifiil 
yalley of Seetal, extending towards Aargan. As soon as we 

think of an excursion to these districts, each one resolves 
itself into dozens, every place becoming a centre for new 
excursions) so that it would be easy to catalogue a hundred 
or more. 



THE LAKE OF LUCERNE. 

Whose heart does not beat faster as he reads tbis title, 
which recalls all we have heard of the sublime scenery of 
Lake of the Four Cantons, the magnificent description of 
Schiller, the story of William Tell, of whose heroic deeds its 

shores were the scene? A world of pictiiresque landscapes 
rises before our eyes, conscious as we are that this famous 
lake is a treasure-house of natural beauties. 

Entrnstiug ourselves to its waters let us then explore all 

the recesses of its curiously windiiifj shores, and mark the 
effects of light and shade which so enhance the beauty of its 
scenery. 

Three steamboat trips will be necessary, the first, from 
Lucerne to Fliielen, taking us from one end of the lake to 
the other. 

This delightful trip takes ft hours and 40 minutes and 
from the very commencement affords delightful scenery 

the view of Lucerne itself, surrounded by orchards and 

dominated by its ancient towers, bein^ esi)ri iallj pleasing. 
In front of us stretches the Bat/ of Luarne with handsome 
villas rising among verdure on both sides, Tribschen and 
SchiSsschen Stutz on the right, and Seeburg and Wartenfluh 
on the left, and on the promontory of the Meggenhern the 
imposing Villa Meggenhorn, also the little island of AKstad, 
the Villa Merian, and, on the Kussnacht arm of the lake. 
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the CMUau of Neuhab^urff. But our eyes soon tuxa 
to where the mountiuiis raise vneir crests, the Rigl on the 

left, Pilatus, the Burgenstock, the Stan&erhorn, and the 
Btiochserhorn on the right, and we get a momentary glimpse 
across the Brlinig, of the monarchs of the Bernese Oberland, 
the Lauteraftrh^nier, the Schreckhdrner, the Wetterh^mert 
MOnch, Eiger, and Jungfrau. 

And now the steamer enters the Kreuzirichter^, into 
which open the four lake-arms of Lucerne, Kiissnacht. 
Alpnach and Weggis, so that we eigoy a view of each of 
them. We next enter the W^ggU basin, embedded between 
the wooded precipices of the Bttrgenstock (with its steep 
railway) on the right, and the rocky sides of the Rigi ou the 
left. So far the boat lias not halted anywhere, the steamers 
pJiying between Alpnach and Kttssnacht calling at the landing 
placee in the bay of Lucerne; but now, comes the beauti- 
fully situated : 

Hertenstein^ Hotel and Pension, and then we reach: 

Weggis, a health-resort remarkable alike for its superb 
situation and the mildness of its climate. Passing IMeelau 

we soon come to: 

Titznau^ situated on a small patch of land below two 
summits of the Bigi, the Dossen and Vitznauerstock. 

In spring and autumn Vitznau is a popular health* 

resort, its climate being as mild as that of Weggis ; in sum- 
mer it Ls much frequented by tourists as being the starting- 
point of the Vitznau-Rigi Railway (see p. 60). Beautiful 
grounds adjoin the Hdtel du Pare, and there is a romantic 
walk along the Dorfberg to the Mdhlebach Waterfall. Bes- 
taurant near the Grubisbalm cavern. Weissenfluh Restaurant 
1 hours. Flora Alpina Restaurant ou thu way to Gersau 
(20 min,), 6ne of the most charming points on the lake. 
Beyond Vitznau it seems as if we had already reached the 
end of the lake and that the steamboat was steering on to 
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the rocks; bnt at the last moment a strait opens before us 
formed by the promontories of the Vitznaucrstock and the 
BUrgenstock. Passing at a sharp angle, between these 
two ^^Nasen,'* as these headlands have been christened, the 

vessel enters the basin of BuochSf Beekenried and Geraau^ 
rounds the southern part of the Biirgenstock, and calls at 
the Tillage of huochs. 

Bnochs belongs to the Canton of Nidwahlcn, and lies in 
a pleasant position at the foot of the Buochserhorn. Passinq: 
the picturesque Chapel of Riedli, and commanding all the 
time a beautiful view of the adjacent monntains, the steam- 
boat next stops at : 

Beekenried, a pleasantly cool village and popular summer 
resort, sheltered from the wind and embosomed in verdure : 
from here a road commanding a fine view leads to the well** 

known Sanatorium of Schdnegg ; then, crossing the lake to 
the right bank, we come to : 

Oersan, above which rises the Eigi>Scheidegg. Gersau 
enjoys a great reputation as a climatic health-resort, owing 

to its sheltered situaiioa and freedom from dust (mean an- 
nual temi)erature of Gersau 50.1 F., of Montreux 50.9o). 
After leaving the village, which is quite shut in by rocks, 
the steamboat directs its course due east past the romanti- 
cally situated Kindlimord^Chapeh The view towards Schwyz 
now opens, with the fearfully steep and barren summits of 
the Mythen towering in the background. At their base 
gleams Sehwyz, in the middle distance Ingenbohl^ and in the 
foreground, on the shore of the lake, Brunnen, Above Bmnnen, 
on the steep Wasifluh, stand the palatial Hotels Axenstein 
and Axenfels, while on the left bank uf the lake Sunnenberjs: 
and Seelisberg present a magnificent appearance. Again 
crossing the lake the steamboat reaches : 

Tretb, an old wooden inn, of historical intercht, standing 

by itself at Liie foot of the Seelisberg. This is the landing- 
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inscription in hoaow of Fnedzic^ Sclilkr, like Gtnaa |*ciei«

who celebrated in immortal Tcrses the deeds of William Tell, 
the national hero of Switzerland. The steamboat now crosses 
the lake, which straitens again and turning sharply we 
reach Brunnen, the pleasant, trim, and much-frequented port 
of Canton Schwyz. 

Brnnnen, situated in the centre of the Forest Cantons, 
is a favourite resort of tourists, and possesses some fine 
gardens and promenades, besides being the starting-point for 
many interesting excursions. Here the last arm of the Lake 
of the Four Cantons opens before us, — the highly roinnnlio 
Lake of Uri^ shut in by precipitous banks and encircled by 
stupendous mountains. On entering this basin wc have on 
our right, beneath the crags of the Seelisborg, the /»'/7///, 
the most sacred spot on the soil of Switzerbiiid ; here, in ii 
steep meadow surrounded by trees, on tiie 7th Noviun- 
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ber, 1307, Walter Fiirst of Uri, Werner Stauffacher of Schwjz, 
and Arnold Anderhalden of Unterwalden, seconded by faithful 
followers, formed a league in the name of their cantons against 
the tyrannic rule of Austria. The Riitli is a national place 
of pilgrimage, and is often thronged with visitors on fine 
Sundays. Opposite the 
Riitli, on the east bank 
of the lake, rise the Fron- 
alpstock and the chain 
of the Rossstock, begin- 
ning with the Axcnberg. 
Through their base runs 
not only the picturesque 
Axensirasse with its gal- 
leries excavated in the 
solid rock, but also the 
St. Gothard Railway^ of 
which we catch glimpses 
here and there. Pursu- 
ing its course at long the 
rocky bank of the lake, 
the steamboat next stops 
at: 

Sisikoii, a village 
situated on a grassy patch 
surrounded by lofty rocks, 
near the middle of 
the Axenstrasse. From 
Sisikon the tourists fre- 
quently cross the mountain-pass leading in 5 hours through 
the romantic Riementita/dental into the MuotataL On the 
left bank of the lake the Ober- and Nieder-Baueustock now 
present an imposing aspect, but both are mere hills in com- 
parison with the Urirothstock , which rises like some huge 
fortress from the blue waters to the clouds, its summit

wreathed in eternal snow. Yonder, on the brink of the lake, 
lie the hamlets of 

Bauen containing a monument to the composer A. Zwys- 
sig, and Isleien^ from where a fine new carriage-road with 
wonderful points of view leads in one hour into the romantic 
Isenthal, a small mountain hamlet, well frequented by tourists 
from which the Urirothstock (9632 feet) can be ascended. 
•Next station to come to is 

Tellsplatte, with the recently restored TelVs Chapel, con- 
taining fine mural paintings by Stitckelberg of Basle. Tells- 
platte is the spot where the Swiss hero escaped from the 
boat in which Gcssler was conveying him to prison. It is

visited year by year by the country people in solenin pro- 
cession. Ten minutes' walk above the chapel, amidst 
luxuriant vegetation, stands a Pension and Restaurant. En- 
joying the magnificent view of the Axenfluh, rising above 
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Tell's Chapel, of the sky-piercing Urlrothstock, and of the 
pyramidal Bristenstock towering in front of us, in the valley 
of the Reuss, we now direct our course to : 

Fliielen, the port of Canton Uri, much frequented in 
summer-time by travellers arriving by the St. Gothard Rail- 
way with the intention of taking the steamboat here, or

leaving the steamer in order to take the train to the sunny South. 
At Fliilen tramway to Altdorf in 9 minutes. Return fare 
50 Centimes. 

Our journey docs not now extend so far, for after 
accompanying the tourist over the picturesque Lake of 
Lucerne it is our duty to describe some of the delightful 
walks, excursions, and tours that can be made from places 
on its banks ; for surely there is no lover of line scenery 
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who will not make at least a few excursions either on foot 
01 by carriage on the shores of this ckssic lake. 

Leaying the Eigi en one side for a time, we will first 
call the tourist's attention to the earriag^raad along the 
right bank of the lake fnm Weggis to FlUelen, which may 
be compared to a walk through a gallery of colossal 
pictures. 

The road from Weggia to Vitznau (3 miles) leads through 
a SQCcession of verdant pastnres and chestnnt-groyes, dotted 
with pretty cottages, and affording lovely views of the lake, 

its continuation from Vitznau to Gersau, leading high up over 
the promontory of the "Ob ere Nase," is still morp romantic, 
commanding as it does not only the banks of the Weggis 
basin, but also those of the basin of Brunnen. This walk 
takes 1 V« hours, as does also that from GrerBau to Brunnen 
in which we get glimpses, tliruugh the orchiirds, of the southern 
summits of the iiigi,— Scheidegg, Hochftuh and Urmiberg, — 
as well as of the Mythen, Fronalpstock and Seelisberg. The 
last section of the road along the lake shore is the celebrated 
Axenstrasse, between Brunnen and Fluelen, which for a 
distance of 9 miles affords truly enchanting scenery, the blue 
lake in the depths below, grotesquely contorted rucks rising 
to a dizzy height on one side of us, picturesque fir-woods, 
dimmly lighted tunnels with openings here and there, through 
which we catch charming glimpses of the lake and moun- 
tains, and wonderful views of the distant Alps. 

Not only in the main body of the Lake of the Forest 
Cantons but also in the lateral arms of Alpnach and KUss- 
nacht such a host of beauties are discoverable that the 
tourist must on no account omit to visit those places. 

A journey by steamboat from Lucerne to Alpnach, 
along the left bank of the lake, occupies one hour. Passing 
the charmingly situated houses of Stutz and Hiisli, the 
hamlet of Langensand and the idyllic SL Nihiausm, we 
reach: 
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Kastanlenbaum. Our second stopping-place ia a ^oiet 
hamlet nestling at the foot of the Borgenstock : 

Kehrsiten, the starting-point of the cahle-railway to the 
heights of the Burgenstock. Affording us meanwhile a magni- 
ficent view of the promontory of Spiaaenegg and the Bay of 
Winkel, the steamboat now directs its course to Kehrsiten- 
Dorf, with its pretty parsonage house and then to: 

Hergtswily one of the starting-points for tourists who 
wish to ascend Mount Pilatus on foot An hour^s walk 
above the village, in a beautiful and commandiii'2^ situation, 
is the Bru)ini I'eni^ioH and Restaurant, Following the Lopper- 
berg, projecting far into the lake, we come to : 

Stansstad, the pretty port of the Canton of Nidwalden, 
with its ancient defensive tower. From here an electric 
tramway leads in 15 minutes to Stans, where it connects 
with the Stanserhom Railway, and further to £ngelherg. 
Passing under the Acker eg ghrikke^ whieh spans the lake at 
this point, we enter the Lake of Alpnach, with the Bossberg 
rising on its loft bank, and soon reach: 

Alpnaehstady the starting-point of the Mount Pilatus 
Railway, and like the neighbouring village of Alpnach a 

favourite summer resort. 

From Lucerne to Kiissnacht, which can be reached by 
steamboat in one hour, we at first have the same scenery as 
on our trip to Flfielen; soon, however, we enter the Lake 

of Kussuacht an*l liali at the pier of: 

Meggen^ a beautifully situated village with handsome 
country houses, trim cottages, villas, and chftteaux; then, at 
the foot of the Rigi, half-hidden among chestnut -trees, 

comes the hamlet of: 

Greppen, and further on, at the end of the lake : 
Kiissnacht^ a large village, beautifully situated, and 
famous for its proximity tu the Hohle Gasse and Tell's 
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Chapel, At the inn Engel, relics of Goethe. A road much 
frequented by tourists leads in three-quarters of an hour 
through the "Hollow Way" to Immensee and the lovely Lake 
of Zug. 

We may extend 
our excursion from 
Lucerne to Kliss- 
nacht by walking 
from the latter place 
along the foot of 
the Rigi — skirting 
the lake — through 
Greppen to Weggis 
(1V» hours), with a 
wonderfully fine pro- 
spect of Pilatus, the 
Stauserhorn, the 
Walcnstocke and the 
Bernese Alps, after- 
wards through heav- 
iuff meadows and 
orchards. 

Hohle Gasse. 

We shall now bid adieu for a time to the lake and 
turn our attention to the mountains which chiefly excite the 
interest of the visitor to Lucerne, namely the Rigi, Pilatus, 
the Stanserhom, and the Hiirgcnstock.

The Eigi has one advantage over other mountains, nameij 
its wonderful situation between three lakes $ it is ]ike an 
island peak, and the sheets of water surrounding it impart a 
unique and incomparable charm to the landscape. A tne day 

spent on the Rigi may be counted among the highest en- 
joyments, and will not soon be forgotten even by those for 
whom mountain scenery does not possess the charm of noyelty. 

There are a number of footpaths leading up the Bigi, for 

not only every steamboat station at the foot of the mountain, 
but all the St. Gothard Railway stations in this district have 
their path to the heights which are the goal of so many 
thousands. The shortest, though at the same time the steepest, ' 
of these routes leads the pedestrian up to the Eulm from 
Kilssnacht or Iwmensee in 3 hours ; nil llic others, with the | 
exception of the Vitznau path, occupy half an hour long-er. 
Among them all, the paths from Weggh and Goldau (a 
station on the St. Gothard Eailway) are the most frequented 
and the best kept, while they are so easy to find, that any 
description would be superfluous. While to the traveller 
startine: from We<;gis the prospect unfolds itself little by 
little, the Goldau route, leading past Rigi-Dachli and through 
the valley of Rigi-Kldaierli^ is perhaps the most impressive, 
because it displays to us suddenly the entire yast panorama 
of the Alps. Since the construction of the two railways to 
the summit of the Ricfi, the number of those who make the I 
ascent on foot has of course been considerably reduced. All 
honour to the sturdy mountaineers who put their trust in 
their own stout limbs, but we must confess 'that in our 
opinion more enjoyment can be obtained by taking the train 
and arriving at the summit fresh and unfatigued, reserving ' 
all our strength and sparing our ^time'j^so as to be able 
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to enjoy thoroughly the prospect from the summit and the 
numerous walks that can be taken on the mountain-heights. 

And now for the Rigi Railways* — First comes the 
Vitziiaa-Rigi line, the oldest and at the same time the

most interesting of the mountain railways of Switzerland. 
Constructed between 1869 and 1872, it attains an elevation 
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of 4268 feet above the lake^ with a mean gradient of 19 
in 100. It mounts rapidly through chestnut-groves and across 
the romantic Sehnurtchel Bridge to Frdberfftn station. The 

lake is quickly left beneath us, the prospect expands, moun- 
tains begin to lift their crests around us, antl passing the 
Boniiti-Felsentor station we reach the Kurhaus of Iti|^- 
Kaltbad, with its famous terraces and views and its exten- 
sive and picturesque grounds. A few yards west of the hotel, 
between rugged masses of rock, is the "Pilgrim's Chapel." 
An easy ten ininutes' walk over level ground takes us to the 
"Kanzeli" (4470 feet), belonging to the Kaltbad hotel, a 
magnificent point of view and the loveliest spot on the 
Bigi. At Kaltbad begins the Kaltbsd-Seheldegg-Batlway^ 
which, with a mean gradient of 2.5 in 100, conveys us to 
Btgi-First, below the Schild, and beyond it, in 30 minutes to 
lUgi'Scheidegg (sec below). The Vitznau-Rigi Eailway con- 
tinues its upward course to BigiSiaffel, where all at once 
there opens before us the immense prospect of the hill 
country of north-eastern Switzerland, with its lakes, stretching 
northwards as far as the Jura, lUack Forest, and Vosges 
Mountains, — a never-to-be-forgotten sight ! E.igi-Staffel, indeed, 
with its two large hotels, is the centre of the Higi traffic ; 
from here the railways run up to the Kulm, the Arth-Bigi line 
joining the Vitznau line here and keeping side by side with 
it to the summit. 

The Arth-Higi Railway starting from Goldau has in- 
troduced electric traction and with a moan gradient of 
11.6 in lOOt it attains a height of 4360 feet above its 
starting point. Traversing the grassy valley of Arth, stud- 
ded with fruit-trees, w^o reach tho iini)ortant railway 
Station of Goldau, the jimctiou with the »St. Gothard line 
and with the Siid-Ost Eailway, coming from the Lake 
of Zurich. It is here that the mountain railway begins, 
ascending the rocky side of a ravine, through tunnels and 
across bridges and viaducts among romantic scenery, and 
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commanding a gjraduallj extending view of the vale of Schwyz 
and the Alps of eastern Switzerland. We soon reach Rigi- 
Klosterli, where, in a delightfully sheltered Alpine valley, 
stand an old pilgrimage chapel, a Capuchin hospice, two 
hotels, and several inns. Rigi-Klosterli is the most sheltered 
place on the Rigi, and is therefore frequently chosen by 
those^who intend to make a prolonged stay on the_|mountain. 
From here the train ascends through rich Alpine pastures

and groves of fir-trees to Wdlfertschen-station, from which an 
excellent level path takes us in 15 minutes to Rigi-First, and 
then we come to Riifi'Staffel, where all at once a splendid 
panorama is unrolled before the astonished traveller. It is 
one of the most imposing sights the Alps afford. 

The Rigi-Kiilm (5905 feet) is the culminating point of 
the Rigi and the suniniit most frequently ascended by tourists. 
At sunrise or sunset hundreds of persons are often gathered 
on the rounded grassy top ; somewhat lower (so that they do 
not interfere w^ith the view) stand the imposing Rigi-Kulm 
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Hotel and the little terminus of the Rigi-E ail ways. We 
will not attempt to describe the grand prospect ; words, 
indeed, cannot do justice to a landscape more than 200 miles 
in diameter, including fourteen lakes, the undulating hill- 
country north of the Alps, and the Jura, Black Forest, and 
Vosges Mountains on the northern horizon, while towards the 
south a host of towering peaks^ form a snowy garland.

Gleaming lakes and rivers, towns, villages, and grassy meadow- 
lands lie at our feet, and range upon range of lofty moun- 
tains surround us. It is impossible to gaze on this glorious 
scene without feeling our hearts expand and rejoicing in the 
beauty of the earth. 

No wonder that so many tourists spend several days on 
the mountain, although it is within such easy reach of Lu- 

5 
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cerne. The hot"ls afford every comfort that one can wisli 
for. But however short the time that we spend on the Rigi, 
we should by all means contrive to see either a sunrise or 
a sunset from the mountain-top, for the lowlands and the

Alps never appear to such advantage as when the lakes 
are tinged with gold and the mountains dyed crimson by 
the beams of the rising or setting sun. 

One should not be content with visiting the Rigi-Kulm 
alone, there being several other peaks each with its own 
panorama and its own special beauties. 

A good footpath leads in 2^2 hours from Bigi-Kulm to 
Bigi'Scheideggf or we can go by rail via Rigi-Kaltbad. Both 
the path and the railway wind round the peaks of the Rigi chain, 
in such a manner that at one moment we have a view to the 
north and at another to the south, so that now there lies 
before us the vale of Schwyz, and now the Lake of the 
Four Cantons with its magnificent background of mountains. 
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Between the Staffel and the Schcidogg rise the peaks of the 
BaMoek (5459 feet), SehiU (5413 feet), and Daasen (5538 feet), 
all commaiicliiig extensive yiews of Lake Lucerne. 

Tke Bigl-Scheidegg (5406 feet) is often ascended for 
ita own sake, being accessible by a path leading from Gersau 
in three honrs tlirongh magnificent scenery, and command- 
ing a prospect rivalling, and in some respects excelling, that 
from the Kulm, especially in reg:ard to the view of Urirotstock 
and the eastern Alps. The platform of the view-tower (100 ft. 
in height) is a particularly fine standpoint. From here In 
5 minutes we reach the Qoldauer-'KHiMseli, in 15 minutes the 
BurggtUtf a fantastically-shaped block of conglomerate, 
and in rather more than half an hour we can climb to the 
summit of the Dosaen, 

At Bigi-Scheidegg a garden of the Swiss Alpine flowers 
has been created by the Natural Philosophical Association 
of Lucerne. 

But the most interesting excursion that we can under- 
take from Bigi-Scheidegg is the ascent of the Rigihoehfluh 

(5584 feet), the southernmost summit of the Bigi. The path 
leads past the Burggeist and h\on^ the ridge down to the 
"saddle" of the Twdriberg (3937 feet) ; then traversing a 
forest of young fir-trees and following the track, we ascend 
to a steep and stony defile, firom which an iron ladder leads 
to the bold rocky summit, 2 hours from Scheidegg. It is 
advisable to take a guide. 

The Tiew from the Hochfluh is less extensive than from 
the Kulm, but the surrounding peaks appear loftier and 

grander and our eyes can foiiosv the course of the* green 
valleys far into the heart of the mountams; very striking, 
too, is the contrast between the placid Lake of Luceme and 
the stupendous outlines of the Alps, — indeed the delightful 
combination of lake and mountain scenery is a unique feature 
of the prospects from the Rigi. 
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The ascent of the Rigihochfluh alone would constitute 
a charming day's excursion for the visitor at Lucerne. Tak- 
ing the steamboat to Gtersan, an extremely romantic path, 

comniandint? extraordinarily fine views of the lake, leads in 
3 iiuuis to the summit. We can of course descend to Gersau 
by this path if we have ascended the Hochfluh from the 
Scheidegg. 

The liigi, from its northern to its southern extremity, 
thus affords a series of commanding points of view, still pos- 
sessing all the charms that have in bygone years delighted 
so many thousands; its beauties, indeed, are and must be 
perennial, and generations to come will revel in the splendours 
that excited the admiration of the first lovers of nature who 
wandered over these breezy heights.

rare Lucerne-Rigi and back fr. 13.50, 
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MOUNT PILATUS. 

Pilatus is another mountain possessing irresistible attrac- 
tions for the tourist. Rising so defiantly to the west of 
Lucerne, and presenting such a rugged and savage aspect, 
we cannot possibly overlook it. Our forefathers dreaded 
this mountain, and peopled its peaks and gorges with legendary 
shapes, so that no other mountain is so rich in folk-lore, but

wc of the present day, who have learned to love the wild 
Alps, fearlessly scale it either on foot or by the mountain 
railway leading from Alpnachstad to the summit. There are 
8 or 9 summits, indeed, but the one we mean is the Esel 
(6962 feet), which commands the finest view. It is the most 
easterly of the three peaks dominating Lucerne, the western- 
most and loftiest being the Tomlishorn (6998 feet), while 
the northern one is the KlimsenJiorn. 

The ascent of Pilatus is generally made either from 
Hergiswil or from Alpnachstad ; a third route leads direct

from Alpnach up to the point where it joins the second, 
while for the foarth, from Kriens, we require a guide. Tour- 
ists from Lu-

rally choose

Ascending past the Pension Brunni and across the Gschwend- 
Alp we come to the Nauen, a d(5bris-strewn slope up which 
the path winds in zig-zags to the Hotel Klimsenhorn, occupying

From here a path, partly cut in the rock, partly leading 
through debris, brings us in an hour to the precipices of the 
Oberhaupt) then by means of a ladder we traverse the curious 
natural cayity known as the Krmiloeh, roach the erest of 
the mountain and the PikUus^Kulm and Bellevue HottU, and 
in 7 minutes more the Esel. 

Alpnaehstad^ the starting-point of the second path as 
well as of the Pilatus Railway, can be reached either by 

the Brtinig line or by steamboat. The path leads past a 
chapel, through beautiful pasture-lands and woods, across the 
Aemsigenalp and Mattalp, and in many windings up to the 
Ead^ four hours from Alpnachstad. 

Approximately the same route is pursued by the Pilatus 
Railway, constructed in 1889 and forming one of the boldest 
and grandest mountain railways in the world. 5040 yards 
in length, and with an average gradient of 3d in 100, it 
accomplishes the ascent from Alpnachstad to Pilatus-Kuln 
(5528 feet) in 1 hour and 25 minutes. The tourist knows not 
which to admire most, — the r;iil\\;iy or the prospccu it 
affords. Among the most intcrestiu^ parts from a technical 
point of view are the viaduct over the Wolfort Ravine and 
the four tunnels piercing the precipices of the EseL Grand 
beyond description is the view that presents itself to us 
when on leaving the terminus, which stands close to the old 
Hotel Bellevue (now a dtpendance of the spacious and 
comfortable Hotel Filatus-Kulm)^ we suddenly see Lucerne 
and its lake lying at an enormous depth below us. 

A staircase with iron balustrade leads in five minutes 
from the Hotel Pilatus-Kulm to the bold and open summit 
of the Esel, rising like a tower from the rocky ridge. The 
first impression which the prospect from Pilatus makes is so 
overwhelming that it takes some time before we can compose 
ourselves to observe the details. In the long range of snowy 
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Alps the mountains of the Bernese 
Oberland are conspicuous, espe- 
cially the majestic group of the 
Monch, Eiger and Jungfrau; the 
prospect of the Lake of Lucerne, 
here seen in its full extent, is also 
particularly attractive. Numerous 
other lakes are visible further to 
the north, including those of Zug, 
Sempach, Baldegg, and Hallwil, 
and the horizon is bounded by the 
blue range of the Jura. Loftier 
and more commanding even than 
the Rigi, Piktus can cballenge 
comparison with the most famous 
mountains as regards its panorama 
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and we can strongly recommend the tooiist to pass at 
least one night on the Knlm, to ei^oy the magnificent snnset 
and snnrise. 

From the Hotel Pilatos-Eulm a yeiy romantic path, 
partly blasted in the rocks, and famished with a balustrade, 
leads in three-quarters of an hour to the Tomlishom (6998 ft) 

the hi<^liost summit of the mountain, commandinf? a view stil 
more extensive than that from the Esel, though inferior in 
picturesque effect. A new path, also blasted in the rocks 
and rendered safe by means of railings, leads in three-quarters 
of an hour past the Eilchsteine and the Tenfelskarrgssse to 
the southern peak, the Mafthom (6693 feet). Practised 
climbers can also ascend the other steep summits with the 
assistance of guides, and everywhere they will find an abun- 
dance of beautiful Alpine flowers, the flora of Pilatus being 
far more varied than that of the Ri^^i. 

From the Kiimsenhorn Hotel there is a path — guide 
neeensary — leading by Heitertannli down into the beautiful 
grassy ravines of the Eigental, and it needs scarcely be said 

that the ascent of Pilatus is the favourite excursion of 
visitors to the sanatorium in this valley. 

If only the tourist is favoured with fine weather, we 

can promise him that the ascent of this easily accessible 
mountain will yield him the highest enjoyment. 

And now for an excursion on the St. Qothard Railway, 
which will introduce us to new and equally delightfol 

scenery. 

Fare Lucerne-Pilatus and back fr. 18.70, 
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THE ST. GOTHARD RAILWAY. 

The St. Gothard Bailway is the great international high- 
way between North and South, a eommerdal ronte comparable 
to the Suez Canal or the Straits of Gibraltar,— and no doubt 

many of those who travel by it are bent on business of the 
highest importance; but some of its passengers have, like 
ourselves, notliing further in view than to ei^joy the beauties 
of the mountains, and to pass a few days in the upland 
solitudes through which the railway leads. 

After leaving the Lucerne station, the train passes in 
quick succession through two tunnels, crosses the rapid 
Beuss opposite the last Musegg tower, and enters a third 
tunnel leading round the city, from which we emerge into 
day-light on the lake shore. From this point we pass through 
a beautiful country, — luxuriant meadows interspersed with 
picturesque villas and farmhouses. At frequent intervals 
we obtain charming glimpses of the lake and mountains. 
Suddenly the scenery undergoes an abrupt change, as we 
reach the first station on the new line ; ^ 

Meggen, occupying a situation of unequalled b^iity, 
an open terrace on a fertile slope, with the clear blue waters 

of the lake below, and on the opposite shore the idyllic 
hamlet of Greppen, with the XUgi rising steeply above it. 
Meggen itself is a favourite summer resort In a few 
minutes the train traverses this delightful district, and reaches : 

Kiissnacht, at the end of the lake, a favourite tourist 
resort nestling at the foot of the Rigi, amid lovely sur- 
foundings. From here the Rigi can be ascended, over the 
Seebodenalp, in three hours. Half an hour's walk from EUss- 

nacht is the celebrated Hohle Gasse or Holluw Way, with 
a chapel marking the spot where Tell slew the tyrant 
Gessler. Leaving KUssnacht, the railway intersects the mok 
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of laod separating the Lake ol Lucerne from the Lake of 
Zng, and in a fow minutes we arrive at; 

ImmenBee, at the foot of which gleam the dark-green 

waters of the Lake of Zug. Opposite it is the wooded 
mountain-ridge known as the Zugerberg, and to the south the 
lofty flanks of the liossberg. Immeusee is a fayourite resort 
of excursionists and health-seekers. In. the north-eastern 
comer of the Lake of Zug lies the town of the same name, 
but our way leads us southwards^ along the rocky slopes of 
the lligi. We next roach : 

Ooldaii, in the midst of the landslip which, on Sept. 2d, 
1806, fell from the Bossbcrg and overwhelmed an entire 
village, with 489 of its inhabitants. Gtoldau is now an im- 
portant railway junction. Here the direct line from Zurich to 
Zug joins ours, and the Sud-Ost Railway, branching off to the 
left, loads to Emsiodeln and the Lake of Zurich, while the 
Arth-Kigi Railway, which leads on the one hand to the village 
of Arth, pleasantly situated on the Lake of Zug, and on the 
other hand up the mountain through Bigl-KlOsterli to Eigi- 
Eulm, connects with the St^ Qothard line. Leaving the 
station we cross a chaos of huge rock} iragments, the de- 
bris of the above-mentioned landslip, and passing the little 
Lake of Lowerz on our left, and the pretty village of 
Steinen, we reach Seewen-Sdwfpz station. The beautiful 
watering-place of Seewen lies on the right of the railway, 
Schwyz on thf left, and the two places are connected by an 
electric tramway. 

The old town of Schwyz is well deserving of a visit; 
its situation at the foot of the stecj), barren Mjthen being 
W^ondcrfully hnej the place is also of considerable historical 
importance, the perpetual league of the Swiss Cantons having 
been concluded here on the 1st August, 1291. Schwyz after- 
wards gave its name and arms to the entire country. The 
ancient Eathaus hi wuii worth inspection, also the Church of 
St. Martin. 
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From here we can ascend the Grosse Mjtheny the 
mountain which rises so abruptly above the town as to seem 
inaccessible. A bridle-path, affording lovely views of Schwyz 
and the Lake of Lucerne, leads through meadows and woods 
in two hours to the verdant heights of Holzegg, and in 
an hour more, by a path of 48 zig-zags, blasted in the 
rock, we reach the summit (6233 feet), which commands 
an extensive view in all directions. From the Holzegg we 



can descend to Einsiedeln and return by the Siid-Ost Rail- 
way to Goldau and Lucerne. This makes a delightful day's 
excursion. 

Another charming trip from Schwyz is to the grassy 
Muotatal, whose inhabitants still retain many of their primi- 
tive customs. Unless it is our intention to cross the Pragel 
Pass by the bridle-path leading in 10 '/s hours to Glarus, we 
shall do best to walk (or still better to drive) only as far 
as the village of Muotathal, 2 '/^ hours from Schwyz,— a very 
enjoyable trip.

and the Urirothstock 
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Somewhat higher up the valley there is a widely branch- 
ing stalactite cavern known as the Holloch ; being difficult 
of access, it has not yet been thoroughly explored. 

The St. Gothard Railway now conveys us through the 
green valley of the Muota, past the handsome church and 
monastic institute of Ingenbohl, in which nurses are trained, 
to Bmiinen on the Lake of 
the Four Cantons; we already 
have some acquaintance with 
this little place, from which 
so many delightful excursions 
can be made that an entire 
chapter must be devoted to 
them. We barely have time 
for a glance at the village, 
the blue waters of the lake, 
Sonnenherg and Seelisberg on 
the mountains beyond it, and 
Riitli, the cradle of Switzer- 
land's liberty, when the train 
plunges into the heart of 
the rocks ; another brief 
glimpse of the lake and the 
snows of the Urirotstock, 
followed by another tunnel, 
— and so it continues until 
we reach Fliieleii and— ten 
minutes later —Altdorf. 

The little town of Altdorf, 
the capital of the Canton of Dri, figures conspicuously in the 
story of William Tell. Here Gessler ruled, and here the 
famous cross-bowman pierced the apple with a well-directed 
bolt. Two fountains mark the spots where Tell and his son 
are said to have stood. Immediately in front of the tower 
stands the Tell Monument^ unveiled in 1895, a masterpiece

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of the Swiss sculptor B. Kissling; admirably conceived and 
execated, it is a worthy representation of the national hero 
of Switzerland, and a standing testimony of the Switser^s 
loTe of liberty and independence. Altdorf, a place of p atriotic 
pil^rinmge of the Swiss youth, is much frequented by tourists 
and pleasure-seekers, and is also of importance as being 
situated at the entrance to tiie Eiansen road« In a pictures- 
quely situated theatre, built for the purpose, representations 
of Schiller's famous play of William Tell*' are given on almost 
every Sunday duriner the snmmer-season by the people of the 
locality. These periormances excite considerable interest even 
beyond Uie borders of Switzerland. In the towu-haU are exhibited 
various trophies of the victories which gained the Swiss their 
independence. From the Capuchin Convent at the foot of the 
U i Luiberg, where once stood the castle of Zwinguri, a superb 
view may be obtained 

A magnificent mountain tour, either on foot or by carriage, 
leads from Altdorf eastward into the romantic valley of the 
ScMehenicUy which runs along the foot of the lofty Ross- 
stock chain. 

Scarcely 30 minutes walk from Altdorf, in a beautiful 
situation by the boisterous torrent of the Sch&chen, stands 
the vilhige and summer resort of Bfirglen, the birthplace of 
Tell, whose house is said to have stood ou the spot now oc- 
cupied by a little chapel. Beyond the Schachen the road 
leads through romantic scenery to Wyterschwanden and the 
loftily situated hamlet of Sj^ingen (after passing which we 
soon obtain a superb view of the Buchen, Scheerhorn and 
Clariden), reaching the valley of Unterschachen, a health- 
resort beautifully situated in a stupendous rocky cirque, 
3 hours after leaving Altdorf. In the background of the 
valley the cascade of the St&ubihach attracts our attention. 
The picturesque new road over the Klftusen Pass leads up 
the precipices of the Balmwand, along the Glatten and over 
the Umerbodcn, in 7 hours to Liniktal-Stachelberg^ in Canton 
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Glarus. Posthaiis Pension Urigen above Unterschachen, about 
halfway, is the stopping place for refreshments. From here it 
takes about 2 hours to reach the Klausen-Pass-Hotel (1238 m. 
a. s.). From Lucerne to Altdorf and Unterschachen and back 
is a very enjoyable day's excursion. 

The next station on the St. Gothard Railway, Erstfeld^ in 
the valley of the Reuss, is well known to mountaineers as 
the starting-point for an excursion into the romantic Erst-

feldertal, 9 miles long, with beautiful waterfalls, pastures, 
fir-woods, lakes, and a grand view of two glaciers, — affording, 
in short, every kind of scenery that can bo looked for in an 
Alpine valley (Krontenhut S. A. C. 4 hours). 

At Erstfcld the mountain locomotive is attached to the 
train, which soon reaches Amsteg, — famous for its trout, — 
at the foot of the huge Bristcnstock, a striking view of 
which has just been afforded us. 

Here opens on the east side the beautiful Maderaner- 
tal, traversed by the Kerstelenbach, with the magnificent 
Hiifi Glacier gleaming at its upper extremity. One of the 
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most charming excursions that Central Switzerland affords 
leads from Amsteg through a narrow wooded defile into this 
valley, which abounds in swift-flowing torrents, foaming 
cascades, green Alpine pastures, and noble forests. In its 
recesses, 3V> hours from Amsteg, the Hotel Alpenkluh stands 
among majestic surroundings in proximity to the Hiifi Glacier, 
which is easy of access. An excursion from Lucerne to the 
Maderanertal and back can, if time presses, be made in one day, 
especially if we ride on horseback from Amsteg to the Hotel Alpen- 
klub, but it is decidedly preferable to extend it over two days. 

Beyond Amsteg the difficulties with which the St. Got- 
hard Railway has to contend begin to multiply ; the train 

crosses the foaming 
Kerstelenbach by a 
lofty bridge, tunnels 
at frequent inter- 
vals intercept the 
view of the valley, 
and then again we 
are afforded magni- 
ficent vistas of the 
rugged mountains 
and their gorges ; 
new tunnels follow, 
in which the train 
works its way up- 
wards in a spiral 
course. Tumultuous 
mountain - torrents 
pour their seething 
waters down the

midst of the grandest section of the railway we reach Wassen, 
with its church commanding a view of the entire valley. 
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From Wassen the bridle-path of the Susten Pass leads 
into the wild Matental, encircled by mountains from which 
descend seventeen glaciers. From Wassen a bridle-path leads

in IV2 hours to the little village of Materia and in 11 hours 
across the Susten Pass (7421 feet) and through the Gadmen- 
tal, amid glorious Alpine scenery, to Meiringen. 

Beyond Wassen the railway becomes extremely interest- 
ing, and displays to us the greatest triumphs of railway 
engineering in Switzerland. After circling twice round 
Wassen by means of spiral tunnels, and crossing the Maien- 
reuss three times by bridges at different levels, the line 
crosses the Goschcnenreuss and brings us to the village of 
Goschenen. The peaceful and pleasant landscape of the 
hills of Lucerne and Schwyz have given place to the bleak 
and rugged scenery of the high Alps, of which vastness and 
grandeur are the predominating characteristics. 
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Goschcnen, at the northern mouth of the great St. Got- 
bard Tunnel, is the starting-point for many delightful summer 
excursions ; in naming some of them we may remark that, 
as they take one day from Goschenen, they may easily be 
made from Lucerne in two days. 

First comes the magnificent tour to the Goscheneualp, 
demanding 3 hours* walking, the fatigues of which are amply

repaid, however, by the scenery of this wild valley, in the 
background of which glaciers descend on all sides. The 
valley, which is famous for its crystals, is traversed by 
the Goschenenreuss, which half-way up forms a kind of 
cascade ; here, too, a view opens of the wildly romantic 
Voralptal, and further on some copious springs of crystal 
clearness issue from the mountain close to the patli. The 
Goschenenalp, where accommodation can be found in the 
newly erected little DammagJetscher Hotel, opposite the 
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magnificent Damraa Glacier, as also of a plainer kind in the 
old Kaplanei (curate's house), presents a typical picture of 
the recesses of a secluded Alpine valley. 

Far better known than the excursion to the Goschenen- 
alp is that through the Schollenen into the Urserental and 
to Andermatt on the St. Gothard Road. In its way it is 



Suddenly, at a bend in the road something attracts our 
attention. In the lofty wall of rock above the right bank 
of the river Reuss an immense niche has been excavated 
containing a monument, in the form of a gigantic Greek 
cross of St. Gothard granite. It commemorates the famous 
passage of the Pass of St. Gothard by the Russian army 
under the famous general Suwarow, in September, 1799. 
Clambering down the precipitous rocks in the face of a

not less grand than the 
tour just described. 
The road leads over 
the entrance to the 
St. Gothard Tunnel and 
-leaving the deserted 
LangenhrUcke on our 
right — across the 
Sprengihrucke into the 
wild ravine of the 
Schollenen, through 
which the Reuss flows 
at a rapid pace. The 
sides of the ravine are 
formed by precipitous 
granite rocks devoid 
of vegetation ; as we 
proceed they approach 
nearer to each other 
and become steeper and 
steeper.

destructive fire, the Russians turned the almost impre»^nable 
position held by the French at the Urnerloch, and compelled 
them to retreat. The niche is 92 feet m height, and the 
arms of the cross are 89 feet in length. The pedestal, hewn 
out of the living rock, is 26 feet high and 39 feet wide, and 
bears a Russian inscription to the following effect ; "To the 
brave fellow-combatants of Field-marshal Prince Suvaroff, 

Count Rimnikski, Prince Italinski". 
This monument was unveiled on Sep- 
tember 20, 1898. 

After pass- 
ing through a 
gallery built to 
protect travellers 
from the avalan- 
ches, the winding 
road brings us to 

the Tcufels- 
briicke (DeviVs 
Dridye), thrown 
boldly across the 
turbulent river, 
Military ^ ' ^ which here forms 

^ a fine waterfall; 

exercises 
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some feet lower are the remains of the old bridge. The 
scene is truly awe-inspiring, and the absence of every form 
of vegetation renders it sombre to the extreme. A short 

distance further on, 



j^jjjj about an hour's 
walk from Gosche- 
nen, the tunnel (75 
yards in length) 
known as the Uryier 
Loch, opens, and on 
issuing from it the 
grassy meadows of 
the pleasant valley 
of Urseren lie be- 
fore us, embedded 

between rocky 
mountains, and all 
the more beautiful 
from the contrast 
it presents to the 
desolation of the 
Schollencn. This 
valley is situated

iB^^^^W iiearly 5000 feet 

above the sea. Soon 
we reach the famous 
health-resort of A.n- 
dermatt. It lies at 
the junction of three 
of the most impor- 
tant Alpine high- 
ways, and also forms 
the key of the fortiiications of the St. Gothard, which are 
in part visible from the valley.

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In the valley of Urseren four great highways intersect, 
and from here the diligence or a private carriage will convey 
us in any direction. At Andermatt the road over the 
Oberalp Pass branches off to the east, leading through 
flowery Alpine pastures and along the quiet Oberalp Lake 
(well stocked with trout), and beyond it into the highlands 
of the Orisons (summit of the pass 7139 feet). Traffic on 
this road has increased jrreatly during: the last few years

since the construction of the St. Gothard fortifications and 
the Calmot road in connection with them. Near the summit 
of the pass, IV^ hours above Andermatt, stands the commo- 
dious Hotel mid Pension Oheralpsee^ commanding a magnifi- 
cent view of the Furka road and the heights of the Furka 
Pass, the Muttenhorn, the St. (Jothard group, and the St. Anna 
and Gurschen Glaciers ; the hotel also forms a starting-point 
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for some delightful mountaineering excursions. An excellent 
carriage-road leads in one hour to the summit of the Calmot, 
commanding a orospect as far as Coire, and in 2 hours we 
can reach the source of the Rhine, the Lake of Toma, and 
the Fellillicke, affording a grand panorama. 

From Lucerne to Goschenen, Anderraatt and Obcralpsee 
is a delightful day's excursion.

Somewhat higher than Andcrmatt, iu a beautiful grassy 
valley, lies the village of Hospenthal^ to which its ancaent 
tower, built by the Lombards, imparts quite a romantic 
aspect. The village, which possesses some pleasant new 
plantations, is the starting-point for tiic ascent of the Pizzo 
Centrale. Here the road forks, one branch leading south- 
ward to the summit of the St. Gothard Pass, the other west- 
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ward over the Furka, the loftiest, but one of the Swiss 
passes practicable for wheeled Tehicles. In summer thero is 
a diligence seryice on the Farka road twice daUy in each 
direction, and it is also mach nsed by priyate carriages. 

Crossing the Realper Reuss, with the Spitzliberg rising behind 
us, we pass the lovely Alpine village of Realp, b(*yt>nd 
which the road leads in long windings to the Tiefengletscher 
Inn, V« hours below the glacier of the same name, and past 
the Siedelnbach Falls, commanded by the magnificent l^edeln 
Glacier, to the summit of the Furka Pass (7992 feet) between 
the peaks of the Muttliorn and Furkahoru. Here stands the 
Hotel and Pension Furka, and somewhat further on, near the 
block-houses of the Furka fortifications, the newly-built Hotel 
Furkablick. From the summit of the Pass we enjoy a superb 
view of the mountains of the Beruese Oberiaud, and the St, 
Gothard group. The new Langsgratstrasse which begins near 
the hotel affords a grand view of the Bernese Alps, the 
Grimsel Pass and the Rhone Glacier. The Eanzeli, 20 min. 
distant, commands a magnihcont panorama of the Alps of 
iJerne and Valais, and the huge Rhone Glacier lies im- 
mediately below us, skirted by the road leading dowD into 
Valais. At Gletsch the new road oyer the Grimsel, a marrel 
of engineering skill, branches off to Meiringen. (Diligence 
twice daily during the summer.) Tbe summit of the Furka 
Pass is the startmg-poini for quite a number of mountain- 
tours, for example across Niigelisgratli to the Grucnsel Hospice 
(5 hours), up the Furkahonier (2 7^ hours), the Galeustock 
(5 hours), the Siedelu Ghicier, the Mutthorn (3 hours), aud to 
the Goscheuenalp (4 hours), &c. Au excursion from XiUcerne 
to the Turka and the Rhone Glacier and back occupies not 
Quite two days, and the very delightful circular tour Lucerne- 
Urimsel-Meiringen-Brunig-Luceme three days. 

The summit of the St. Gothard Pass i68<i6 feet) deseryea 
the attention of all who admire sublime scenery. Prom Hospen* 
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thai the road, which pedestrians can abbreviate by numerous 
short cats, winds up past cascades of the Eeuss and numerous 
shelter-houses into the upper yalley of the St Qothard ; here, 
in utter solitude, are the sources of the Reuss and Ticino, 

the little St. Gotliard Lakes, and in a lateral vaiiey the 
Lago Lucendro, at about the height of Mount Pilatus* 

A short distance below the summit of the pass stands 

the Hotel Monte Frosa, the headquarters of the mountaineers 
who climb the surrounding peaks of the St. Gothard, espe- 
cially the Pizzo Centrale (9849 ft.)> the Fibbia (8996 ft) 
Monte Prosa (8983 ft), Pizzo Lucendro (9708 ft), and Lecki* 
horn (10,014 ft). Near the hotel are the Hospice, where poor 
travellers are entertained without charge, and the Mortuary 
Chapel in which the remains of those who have perished on 
the road through snowstorms or avalanches are kept for 
identification. 

The road, fallowing the course of the river Ticino, now 
descends into the famous Val Tremola^ which gradually 
diminishes in width. Shelter-houses are seen here and there 
along the roadside. Passing the month of the Val Bedretto 
and enjoying a magnificent view of the Tal Tremola (danger* 
ous, at times, on account of its snow-whirlwinds), we come 
to the first village in Canton Ticino, Airolo, at the southern 
end of the St Qothard TunneL The passage of the St Gk>t- 
hard, either on foot or by carriage, occupies about 7 hours 
from GOschenen,— 4 for the ascent and 2 or 3 for the descent. 

From Airolu, where Italian is spoken, we return by the 
St Gothard Railway to the shores of the Lake of Lucerne, 
where we still have a number of excursions to make ; taking 
the train back to Brunnen.

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ELECTRIC RAILWAY 
BRUNNEN-MORSCHACH 

AXENFELS-AXENSTEIN 

As charming as the situation of Brunnen is, so beautiful 
are the walks it offers. Brunnen, the stately bright and 
busy landing-place of the Canton of Schwyz is, with its en- 




Jl^'our Cantons iu general. Situated 
in the midst of the richest verdure, with public grounds 
and pretty walks, and consecrated by its souvenirs of the 
time the first Swiss alliances took place, Brunnen is the very 
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jewel of the lake, the two upper arms of which may be seen 
from the near €huUeK 

The tours before-mentioned of Gersau-Rigi-Scheidegg, 
Gersau-Bigi*Hochfluh , Schwyz, My then lie at the door of 
Bnmnen. The most interesting walk leads from Brnnnen np 

to the Wasfwand, rising above the beginning of the Axen- 
strasse and hence to the high terrace of the village of Mor- 
schach (2155 feet) and the renowned cure-houses of Axenfels 
and Axenstein. 

The recently con.str acted plectric rack- and tootli wheel- 
railway Brunuen-Morschach- Axenfels -Axenstein has its 
starting-point on the Axenstrasse, near the Mythenstein-tnmiel, 
about 200 meters from the pier of the steam-boats. Imme- 
diately behind the station it crosses the steep projection of 
the Wasiwand by means of a tunnel lOQO feet in length, lead- 
ing with a continuous gradient through the Wasiwand up 
to the broad sweep of the carriage-road of Morschach. Below 
the so-called Esenzeli there follows a slope-yiaduct. During 
the trip the train affords the view upon the lar^^c basin 
of Brnnnen-Beckenried, afterwards upon the Mythenstein, the 
Butli and the Seelisberg, later on the look down into the 
mountain region of the Lake of Uri, reaching nearly as far 
as the south-end of the latter, the green waters of which are 
over-towered by the glacier-embanked peaks of the group of 
the Uri-Eutstock The train next arrives at the Palace 
Hotel Axenfels, the splendid park of which, covering a sur- 
face of one kilometer in length, is strewn with glacier stones 
and erratic blocks. At the cure-house Fronalp the railway 
leads into the station of Korschach< 

Owing to its marvellous and exuberant vegetation, Mor- 
schach is the rendez-TOUs of the painters and a much fre- 
quented health-resort-place. Luch green meadows and mas- 
sive erratic blocks are adorninix the handsome terrace from 
the brim of which sights of the most pleasant parts of the 
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Lake of the Four Cantons may be obtained. From the vil- 
lage the line, which has a total length of 2,06 km with a 
gradient of 17 in hundred, runs high above the carriage- 
road to its ending-point, the Axenstein ^2350 feet), where we 
find > restaurant provided with a recently built terrace that 
allows .'of a ^fine view upon lake and mountams. The trip 




from Brunnen to Morschaoh is accomplished in 10, that of 
Brunnen- Axenstein in 15 minutes. In the immediate neigh- 
bourhood of the end-station lies the Grand Hotel Axcn^steiuy 
surrounded by a beautiful wood-land park, through the 
shades whereof run walks and ways to many a point that 
preserves in its name the souvenir of a celebrated visitor. 
On the Axenstein there are also monuments that have been 
erected in honour of the Swiss naturalists Agassiz, Oswald 
Heer and B. Studer. Another curiosity to be seen here, is 
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a ^'glacier-field" bearing visible traces of the corrosiye action 
exercised by the glaciers of prehistoric time. 

Above Morschach stands the Ciny -house Htom (4241 ieet)^ 
which may be reached on a good road in a two hour's walk. 
The Stoos is a well known Alpine health-resort-place situated 
upon a lofty but sheltered terrace ; its swelling and bloomy 
meadows are the delight of all travellers. Even from here 
the prospect of the surrounding mountains is sublime^ but 
the impression they make on the looker-on will still be 
heightened, if from the Stoos he ascends the summit of the 
Franalpaioek (6296 ft), which can easily be carried out with* 
out a guide in 1 hours, sign-posts indicating the path to 
be follow* I. Traversing mountain pastures, we come to a 
point of view, that can well challenge comparison with the 
Rigi or the Grosse Mythen. The panorama includes an un- 
interrupted chain of snow-capped peaks extending from the 
Santis to the Bltimlisalp ; not less grands however, is the 
view of the Lake of Lucerne, the strange configuration of 
which is laid bare to us, whilst its colour varies at different 
times of the day in the most charming tints. 



THE AXENSTRASSE- 

Along the Lake of Uri, from Brunnen to FlUelen, under 
the rocks of the Fronalpstock, runs the famous Axenstrnsse^ 

nine miles in length, and commanding lovely views throughout. 
Built in 1863 and 1661, it was considered, prior to the con- 
struction of the Alpine Baiiways, a triumph of engineering^ 
and though now far surpassed by the St. Gothard Bailway, 
it still retains all its charms as a highly romantic and 
beautiful roadway. Bunning at times high above the lake, 
and iu many places cut out of the solid rock, it pierces the 
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projections of the mountain-side with tunnels, the openings 
in which afford charming glimpses of the lake and its numerous 
inlets. The St. Oothard Railway runs now above and now 
beTbW it. On leaving Brunnen, the Axenstrasse runs first 
along the Wasifluh, then gently rising and affording an im- 



pressive view of the Riitli and 'the Urirotstock, it leads through 
woodlands and a tunnel to the hamlet of Sisikon, occupying 
an oasis at the mouth of the Riemenstaldental. Sisikon, 
three miles from Brunneo, is a delightful little place and 
summer resort. 

Continuing our way at the foot of the high rocky wall 
we pass through a huge natural gateway and reach the 
Hotel and Pension Tellsplafte. From here an easy path leads 
down through the trees in a few minutes to the Tell's Chapel 
(see under ''Lake of Lucerne"). Between Tellsplatte and 
Fliielen the road along the base of the Axenfluh reaches the 
maximum of picturcsqueness. The rocky openings of the 
Axeneck tunnel afford a delightful view of the deep-blue 
lake and across it to Bauen and Isleten. The road then ascends

gently towards Fliiclen, with a fine view of the valley of Uri 
in front of us. At Fluelen a tram car takes us in 10 mi- 
nutes to Altdorf, with the famous William Tell monument. 
From here we reach by a 30 minutes' walk the village of 
Biir^len, the birthplace of Tell and a famous summer resort. 



SEELISBERG. 

The Seelisbcrg is the mountain opposite Brunnen, pro- 
jecting into the lake and separating the basin of Gersau 
from the Lake of Uri. Its highest point is the Seelisberger- 
Kulm or Niederbauen (6315 feet). On an open terrace of 
the mountain, over the Lake of Lucerne, lie the little hamlet 
of Seelisbcrg and the Kurhaus Sonnenberg^ one of the 
most famous of the health-resorts on this lovely lake. 

From the left bank of the lake there are three paths 
leading up to Seelisbcrg and Sonnenberg : (1) A new and ex- 
cellent carriage-road from Becke>iried, leading through beauti- 
ful shady meadow-lands and past the pretty waterfalls of the 
Riesleten. In hour we reach the hydropnthic establishment 
of Schonogg, with beautiful wooded grounds and interesting 
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gorges ; in another V* ^onr we corae to the mouutain villft£:e 
&nd health-resort of Emmetteii) and through a grassy valley, 
where the casoade of the Blattibach attracts our attention, 
we reach (in an hoar) a fir-wood; trarershig this, the road, 
which commands a view of the little Lake of Seeiisberg 
beneath us on the ris^ht, ascends to the health-resort in 
Vj hour. (2) Another and shorter carriage-road, and a still 
shorter foot-path, leading past the Hotel Belleyne, with its 
lovely terrace, where the glorious view is unfolded to us in 
its full extent, ascend from the steamboat^pier at Treib 
in numerous zigzags to Seelisberg in one hour. (3) There is 
a good, shady and romantic path leading up the rocks from 
the BUtU. 

The little village of Seelisberg lies at an altitude of 

2628 feet above tlic sea ; somewhat higher is the chapel of 
Maria Sonnenbery^ a place of pilgrimage much in favour 
with dwellers in the surrounding district ; and 2794 feet 
above the sea, a quarter of an hour^s walk above the village, 
situated almost on the brink of a precipice, but sheltered 
from the cold winds, stands the Hotel and Kurhaus oj 
Sorwenbery^ with magnificent gardens and shady grounds. 
The position is one of the liucst in the world, the view from 
the terrace, projecting at a great height above the Lake of 
Lucerne, being superb. Immediately below us we have the 
meadow of Riitli and the dark green waters of the Lake of 
the l^uir (Jail tons, on the further shore of which, behind 
Brumicn, the vale of Schwyz opens, with the Mythen in the 
background, the Bigi on the left, on the right the Fronalp- 
stock and the terrace of Morschach with its hotels, while 
the Axenstrasse and the St. Gothard Railway is seen skirt- 
ing the rocky shores of the lake from Brunnen to Fltielen ; 
Tell's Chapel, i<luelen and the valley of the Heuss are also 
within view. 

In the vicinity of Seelisberg and Sonnenberg there are 
numerous fine points of view, such as the Sehwendifluk^ rising 
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above the Korhans, the Casik ofBerMingen, V» hour distant 
(accessible also by a longer path leadinir to the precipices 
of the Teufelsmnoster, fallinor off perpendicuiarlj to the lake) 
the Eck and the Kameli, all commanding laagnificent Tiews 
of ihe Alps of Oaatoo Uru The SetHUberger Kulm can be 
ascended by practised monntaineers in 3 hours ; the excursion 
is an enjoyable one, and a day may well be devoted to it, 
but a guide should be takeo. The view is equal to that 
from the Fronalpstock or the Grosse Mythen. There is 
also the very romantic monntain-path from Seelisherg to 
Baum; constantly commanding a view of the Lake of Uri 
and -the valley of the Beoss, it leads through luxuriant 
forests and meadows down to the lake From Bauen a 
delightful excursion can be made by boat to Teli's Chapel 
on the opposite shore, or to hleten and the mouth of the 
IsenthaL Tliis secluded Alpine valley is reached from 
Isleten by a new carriage road, leading in one hour to Is- 
leten, a little hamlet and the starting-point for the ascent 
of the Urirotstock (9032 feet), the summit of which is 
reached in 6 or 7 hours, ;ifter passing the night in the 
chalets of the Hanghaumalit, The panorama from this moun- 
tain is among the grandest that the Alps afford, and the 
view of the Lake of the Four Cantons, lying far below in 
a deep fissure of the rocks, is a surprise that can never be 
forgotten.

THE BURGENSTOCK. 

What the Axenstein and Seeli^^bi rg are for the upper 
parts of Lake Lucerne, the Biirgenstock is for the lower 
parts. From the Seebriicke at Lucerne this mountain is seen 
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to extend along the Lake of Alpnach and the hasin of 
Vitznan, towards which latter it falls off predpitonsly. It 
can be reached in 20 minntes by taking one of the Alpnach 

steamers as far as Kehrsitm, At Kehrsiten we can t:ikc 
the interesting electric cable railway which leads through 
meadows, woods, and cuttings in the rocks to the crest of 
the Bnrgenstock, 2880 feet aboye the sea-level, 1476 feet 
above the lake; the mean gradient is 45 in 100, and the 
time reqiiii ud for the ascent 15 minutes. The terraces of the 
various establishments of this climatic health-resort, which 
stands in a magnificent park, afford a superb prospect of the 
Ereuztrichter (as that portion of the Lake of Lucerne is 
called which lies immediately before us), as well as of the 
shores of the lake and the city of Lucerne, and of the Alps 
of Berne, Uuterwalden, Uri, and Giarus in the south. 

Instead of taking the train at Kehrsiten we can go as 

far as Stansstad by the steamer and drive from there in one 
hour along a fine new road up to Hurgenstock. This carriafj^e- 
road, commanding: a fine view of the Lake of Alpnach, 
leads up through beautiful beech woods and meadows to the 
heights of the BOrgenstock. The Hotel Bttrgenstock can be 
reached from Stansstad in 1 Vs hours on foot or by carriage, 

A delightful level path leads in hour from the glade 
in which the cable railway terminates, past benches and the 
Trogcn farmhouse, to the IIotelHonegg^ which a ffords a lovely 

view of the lake basin of I^)iiochs and Beckenried and the 
mountains eiK losing them. From here the road leads in one 
hour down to Buochs; a shorter footpath also leads from 
the Hotel by Trogen and the Egg to Buochs. 

Another path leads in 7* hour along the mountain ridge, 
through woods and patches of bracken, to the Uammet« 
schwand (3720 fc€t), the loftiest point of the Btlrgenstock, 
where we obtain one of the finest views of the Lake of the 

Four Uautons. In the west the horizon is bounded by the 
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Jura chain, in the north we have the Bigi, in the east the 
mountains of Glams and Uri, in the soath the Bnochserhorn, 

the valley of Engelberg, and the Alps of Unterwjildcn, and 
in the south-west the rugged Pilatus, while beyond the 
Briinig rise the snowy crests of the giants of the Bernese 
Oherland. — Luome-BOrgeimtock and 6aek Sd ef, A*. 4« — , 3d cL 



THE FELSENWEG or ROCK-PATH 
on the BORGENSTOCK. 

One of the great attraetlons of the Bilrgenstock is the 
path known as the Felsenweg or Axenweg, cut in 1903 in 

the precipitous northern side of the mountain. There is a 
lift to convey touilsts from the end of the p^th to the 
Hammetschwand. 

This romantic path begins at a point three minutes' walk 
from the J]ur<(enstock Railway Station, eastwards, turiuii«j 
off to the left at the Pension Helvetia from the road to 
Trogen, Honegg and Buoeha, at the same phice as the road 
to the Hammetschwand; but while the latter ascends the 
ridge at a steep incline, our path rises almost, imperceptibly, 
in a twofold bend, un the lake side of the mountain, until 
we find ourselves below the highest point of the Hammet- 
schwand, 3182 feet above the sea^-leveL 

This woodland and rockpath is about six feet wide 
luid a inilc? and a quarter lon^, and in its entire length it 
is provided with a strung iron ballustrade. It affords numerous 
glimpses of the lake and mountains and especially at the 
"KdnzeW, on a rocky headland projecting into the lake, 
where the mountain makes a bend eastwards towards the 
Unterc 2sasc. Here, almost at the end of our walk, we are 
rewarded with a view which may challenge comparison with 
any that the Lake of Lucerne altords. 
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Its chief features are the views of the lalce 1800 feet 
below us, with the steamboats traversing the "Kreuztrichter*', 
the grassy hciG:hts of the Rigi rising oppobiie to us, the 
level country round the lake to the north, and ^^Lucerne 
beneath our feet" — the whole forming a scene which 
cannot fail to make a deep impression upon the spectator. 

Fifty paces further on, at the present termination of 
the path, wliich is hereafter to be continued till it leads alf 
round the mountain, an electric lift conveys the visitor to 
the Kdnzeli on the Hammetsehwand^ 540 feet higher (see 
below under '*Bttrgenstock"). From here we can return by 
the lift and the Felsenweg, or by the Hammetschwuud path 
to the hotels and the Biirgenstock station (30 miuj. 



THE STANSERHORN. 

The majestic mountains surrounding the Lake of the 
Four Cantons include, besides the Bigi and Pilatus, the 
beautiful pyramid of the Stanseiiiorny which nses, clothed- 

to its summit with forests and pastures, between the vale of 
Eugelberg and the little state of Obwalderr. This mountain 
has long been a favourite with tourists, but its fame has 
increased considerably since it has been rendered easy of 
access through the opening, in 1893, of a cable railway con- 
necting the summit with the little town of Stans. 

From Stansstad, which is reached by steamboat from 
Lucerne in hour, an electric railway leads in V« hour to 
Stans, from which place a cable railway, worked by electric 
motors supplied from a turbine station near iiuochs, conveys 
US to the top of the mountain feet above the sea) in 
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'A hour, by a line of rails a little over two miles in length 
with a gradient of 39 in 100. The summit of the Stanserhorn 
can thus be reached from Lucerne in two hours. 

From the station at the entrance to the village of Stans, 
the railway, which ascends to a height of 4586 feet above 
its starting-point, and is divided into three sections of about

equal length, leads through luxuriant meadows to KSIti^ 
where we change carriages. It next passes through a cutting 
and a wild ravine, and then crosses a torrent by a stone 
bridge, beyond which another cutting brings us to Bluuialp 
station (3973 feet), which derives its name from the beauti- 
ful flowery pastures among which it lies. From here we 
obtain a bird Veye view of Stans, which lies almost vertically 
beneath us, shining like a heap of white pebbles in the green 
valley, and of the bluish-green Lake of Alpnach, glistening 
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between the wavy outlines of its banks, while somewhat more 
distant is the city Lucerne, fringed by its ancient towers, 
and beyond it the hilly country of north-eastern Switzerland, 
dotted with white villages. Continuing the ascent, our line 
makes a wide sweep through a tunnel and across a mas- 
sive viaduct, affording surprising glimpses of scenery, on 
both sides and finally we reach the terminal station, Stanser- 
horn, and step out upon the spacious terrace of the Hotel

Stanserhoru, at a height of 6070 ft., commanding an exten- 
sive panorama of the Alps. 

From the hotel an easy path brings us in five minutes 
to the gently sloping summit, which commands an unimpeded 
view in every direction. Owing to its peculiarly favourable 
situation, the Stanserhorn affords a remarkably fine view ; 
the effect varies, of course, with the weather and the position 
of the sun, but is particularly impressive at sunrise and sun- 
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set. The many-branched Lake of Lucerne lies at our feet, 
embedded among the mountains that surround it, here bathed 
in deep shadow, yonder gleaming in the sunlight that plays 
upon its rippling surface ; beyond the lake, in the north, is 
the picturesque hill-country, with the Lakes of Sempach, 
Baldegg, Hallwil, and Zug, dotting it like fragments of a 
mirror, and in the distance the long lines of the Jura bound 
the northern horizon. At the foot of the mountain lie the

villages of Stans, Stansstad, and Buochs, among their fertile 
meadows, while in the midst of the Alpine pastures, from 
which come the pleasant tinkling of the cow-bells and the 
joyous cries of the herdsmen, stands the mountain village of 
Wisiberg, with its little white church and brown timber cot- 
tages. Projecting into the lake like a rocky peninsula is the 
Biirgenstock, on the opposite side the beautiful valley of 
Obwalden, and beyond it the majestic mountains of the Bernese 
Oberland from Finsteraarhorn to the Wildhorn, here seen 
grouped to the best advantage and glittering in all their 
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snowy splendour. In the south, close at hand, the rocky, 
ravine-like ralley of Engelberg is dominated by the magni- 
ficent Titlis, forming, with its snowy mantle, a superb pendant 

to the gloomy majesty of Mount Pilatus, rising in front of 
the Entlebuch Mountains. And beliind the Titlis rank upon 
rank of snow-capped peaks, from the Santis to the Bernese 
Alps, overpowering the spectator by their grandeur and 
sublimity. 

From the summit of the Stanserliorn wc can descend in 
a few minutes by a good path to the Adlerfluh, which 
affords a startling view into the depths below us, and from 
here we can return by a level path leading round the south 

side of ttif mountain to the hotel. This walk will afiurd us 
a good opportunity of making ourselves acquainted with the 
remarlcably rich flora of the mountain. 

Bigi, Pilatus, Stanserhom, —which of these mountains 
comrannds the finest prospect? The question is a difficult 
one to decide, and we must ieayo it to the tourist to award 
the palm to the one he prefers. — Fare LucerM'^hmBerhopn 
and back Ut ci. fr. 13.10, 2d cf. 1r. HAS. 
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ENGELBERG. 

And now for a trip to the lovely little Canton of Unter- 
walden and the famous Engelberg. Again taking the steamer 
to Stansstad, we reach Engelberg by the new electric railway 
in 1 hour 40 minutes — unless we prefer to make the distance 
on foot in 4 hours, or to take a private carriage (3 hours).

The first station after Stansstad is Stans, the 
capital of Nidwaldcn, which occupies a delightful situation 
at the foot of the Stanserhorn. As the birth-place of the 
famous patriot Arnold Winkclried, whose heroic death at 
Sempach enabled his countrymen to gain a brilliant victory 
over the Austrians, Stans boasts two objects of general 
interest, namely a marble fountain adorned with the oldest 
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existins; statuo of Winkelried, and the beautiful monument 
to the hero, by 8chloth, erected near the church. In the 
Rathaus and Arsenal are preserved a number of mementos of 

the Swiss wars of indepen- 
dence, Winkelried's coat 
of mail in the arsenal being 
perhaps the most note- 
worthy. 

The cable railway to 
the summit of the Stanser- 
horn (6233 feet) is des- 
cribed in the preceding 
chapter. 

The Buochserhorn on 
the left and the Stanser- 
horn on the right guard 
the valley of Engelberg, 
which the road now en- 
ters, and enjoying a fine 
view of the Walenstocke 

Winkelried Monument, Stans. ^"^^ Titlis, rising in the 

background of the valley, 
we pass through Oherdorf to Oberhilren. 

Between Oberdorf and Oberbiiren a road branches off to 
the left to Buren and Niederrickeubach. The health-resort 
of the latter name is visible from the road to Engelberg, 
situated amid pleasant mountain scenery between Engelberg 
and the Lake of Lucerne. Niederrickenbach lies at an ele- 
vation ol 3828 feet above the sea, and can be reached in 
1 hours. 

In five minutes more we reach DallenwiL This village 
is also the starting-point for a charming tour, namely over 
the mountain-pass leading past the pretty hamlet of Wisiberg 
and across the Grossdcherii to Kerns or Stans. 
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The next station on the road to Engelberg is the pretty 
village of Wolfenschiessen, a favourite summer resort on the 
mountain-side, above it a chapel stands near the place where 
Baumgarten killed the bailiff of Wolfenschiessen, as narrated 
in Schiller's drama. Somewhat higher up the valley, which 
gradually contracts, we come to Grafenort, consisting only 
of a chapel, an inn, and a house belonging to the convent 
of Engelberg. The scenery becomes more and more pic- » 
turesque, and after passing through a beautiful wood we 
reach the heights, where a prospect opens of the Titlis, the 
Spannorter and the romantic valley, well watered and sur- 
rounded by snow-capped mountains, with the vilkge of

£ngelber^ at its further end. We soon reach the health- 
resort, famous for its pure air and its bracing climate, and 
commanding a wonderful panorama of the mountains. The 
magnificent phenomenon known as the "alpine glow'' is ob- 
served here with great frequency and in remarkable splendour. 
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Engelberg enjoys a mild and eqaable climate, and possesses 
beautiful promenades and woodland walks, kept in good repair 

by the indefatigable Kurverein. Tlie Convent of Engelberg is 
well worth inspecting ; its library consists of a number of 
rare old books and mannscripts dating back to the eleventh 
century. In the church there are some excellent paintings by 
Wyrsch, Deschwanden, G-. Kaiser, and Spiegler. There is also 
a pretty Protestant church in which English services are held 
regularly. The village contains plenty of excellent hotels, and 
experienced guides are obtainable, Engelberg being a well- 
known starting-point for mountain ascents. 

First among them comes the ascent of the Titlis 
(10,626 feet), which, although it requires 7 hour's hard w alk- 
ing lip to the dazzling snowy crest of the mountain, is 
unattended by danger; practised mountaineers have even 
ascended the mountain without guides. A start is generally 
made late in the afternoon, climbing the Pfaffenwand in the 
evening, passing the night on the Tnibsecalpy in the small 
inn or in the chalets, and completing the ascent in the early 
hours of the morning. The spotless snowy summit commands 
a panorama extending from the Santis to the Matterhorn, 
and from Monte Eosa to the Yosges and Black Forest, thus 
embracing the Swiss Alps, the north of Switzerland, and part 
of k^uiitli Germany. 

Among the mountain-passes which can be conveniently 
crossed from Engelberg, the Jochpass (7244 feet), leading 
across the beautiful Engstlenalp and through the Gental to 
the Haslital^ is the fnvourite. The tour from Engelberg to 
Meiringen occupies io or 11 hours. The Surenenpass 
(7562 feet), leading iu 87' hours from Engelberg to Altdorf, 
is crossed less frequently. 
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EXCURSIONS ON THE BR0N1G 

RAILWAY. 

A line Tying with the St Qothard in its importance to 
tourists is that oyer the Br^g, connecting Lucerne with 
Interlaken. In describing the short excursions from Lucerne 

we travelled on this line as far as Ipnachstad, where it 
enters the beautiful Canton of Obwalden and the fertile valley 
lying between Lake Luceme and the Briinig Pass. 

After passing Alpnach-Dorf station we reach Kerus- 
Kagiswll, the starting-place of the diligences and other 
vehicles conveying visitors to the health-resorts of Kerns, 
FlUeliy and the Melehtal, Kerns itself (20 minntes) is one 
of the most thriying villages in Switzerland ; it is situated 
on a fertile plateau 1870 feet above the sea, in the midst of 
beautiful meadows studded with fruit-trees, and of fragrant 
fir- woods. A new and convenient road leads from here in 
45 minutes^ over a bridge 31d feet in height (the highest 
in Switzerland)^ across the romantic Melehaa Bavine, to the 
Fliieli, with the beautifully situated new Kurhaus of Niinalp- 
horn. The picturesque district of the Flueli, with its chapel 
and its vine-covered parsonage, was formerly the home of 
the hermit Nicholas von der Fliie, who composed the disputes 
of the Swiss Confederates after the Burgundian Wars, and 
is venerated as a saint in the central cantons. Following 
the course of the road as it penetrates deeper into the romantic 
valley, we come to the Ranft^ a deep gorge, where, by the side 
of a chapel, stands the h'ttle wooden cell in which the holy 
Nicholas lived for close upon twenty years. An extremely 
interesting path leads in one hour through woods and Alpine 
pastures to the mountain hamlet and health-resort of Mekdi- 
tal* This place can also be reached from Kerns, along a 
good carriage-road, by diligence in 1 hours or on foot in 
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2 hours. Drivinof over St. Niklausen along the foaming 
Melchaa we catch beautiful glimpses of the valley of Ob- 
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walden iiiid its background. 
From Molchtal there are two 
mountain passes, the Storci^j^ 
and Juchli Pass, leading to 
the well-known valley of 
Engelberg. More frequented 
than these is the Alpine path 
leading in 3 hours across 
the fertile foot-hills of Kerns, 
and past the lake known as the Melchsee to the Frutt, a 
delightful summer resort embosomed in the mountains, and 
famous for the variety and beauty of its Alpine flora. In 
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2 hours we reach the Engstlenalp^ lying on the pass between 
Engelberg and the Bernese Oberland, and in another 37* hours 
we can cross the Joch Pass to Engelbcrg. 

Next after Kdgiswil station we reach the little town 
of Sariien, where the Landsgemeinde or Popular Assembly 
of Obwaldcn meets on the last Sunday in April. It is situated 
on the pretty Lake ofSarnen^ fringed with walnut and maple 




trees, and lies at the foot of the historic Landenberg. In 
the Council House is exhibited a relief map of the Lake of 
Lucerne and its environs, by X. Inifeld. Magnificent view from 
the EGmersherg hour), and from the Stahlen (1 hour). In 
two hours we can reach the mineral bath Schwendi-Kaltbad, 
From Sarnen a delightful excursion can also be made 
across the Melchaa^ which here bursts out of a wooded 
valley, to Kerns (^/s hour), along the beautiful shore of the 
lake to Wylerhady and good roads also lead from Sachselii^ 
the next station on the Brtiuig Railway, to Fliieli and lianftf 
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gacliseia is a faTourite sumnier resort with a fine church with 22 
marble pillars, old paintings, and relics of Nicholas yon der FlUe. 
After the BrOnig Railway has passed the lovely Lake 

of Sarnea it reaches at Giswil the end of the level imrt of 
the valley, and then ascends through beautiful woodlands, in 
which we obtain charming vistas of the district we have just 
passed through, to the pretty valley of Lnngern^ some 
650 feet higher ; skirting the little Lake of Lungem, a second 
ascent brings us to the suniuiit of the Briinig (3395 feet), 
which affords a prospect of the Bernese Alps. 

The summit of the Briinig^ with its Hotel and Eurhaus, 
is well worth visiting on its own account, but it is also the 
starting-point for a variety of interesting excursions,— for 
instance, the ascent of the Wilerhorn or Uochstollen. "VVe 
can also strongly recommend the picturesque mountain path- 
way leading from the heights of the Briinig through the 
hamlet of Hohfiuh and Goldem to the Alpbaek, the torrent 
descending to Meiringen in four tremendous leaps through a 
dark rocky gorge. If, instead of making ihis excursion, we 
take the train down to Meiringen, we shall have plenty of time, 
even if we wish to return to Lucerne the same day, for a visit 
of the Gargt of the Aare^ or the celebrated RetehmhacftfuUh 

The tour Luceme-BrOnig- Meiringen -Grimselroad Rhone 
Glacier-Furka-Goscheiieii-St. Gothard Railway-Lucerne, or in 
the reverse direction, is one of the most popular in Switzer- 
land« It occupies three days. 



THE ENTLEBUCH. 

If it were not that the Lake of the Four Cantons, the 
Bigi, and Piiatus are m the immediate vicinity of Lucerne, 
so that their fame guite overshadows that of other picturesque 
places in the neighbourhood of the city, we should hear 

much more of the valley of Entlebuch, with its beautiful 
woods and mountain-pastures, it is traversed by the rail- 
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way to Langnaa and Berne. We mentioned it aboye, in 
describing the sborter excursions from Laceme, when we 
spoke of Malters as the nearest station to the romantic 

Eigentai (see p. 37) ; but it is advisable to continue our 
railway journey beyond Malters, for not only the district 
through which we pass, but the railway itself, with its sldl- 
fnlly constructed embankments and bridges^ is extremely in* 
teresting. At Wolhuaen station the Entlebneli proper begins. 

At the next station, the village of Entlebnch, we can 
choose between two grand excursions. One of them leads 
to the £urhaas Schimberg (4675 leet) 3 hours to the east 
of £ntlebuch, with the SehmbergerMhe above it, reached 
in '/4 hour more and rewarding us for the ascent witli a 
very fine panorama. The other leads to the summit 6f the 
Napf (4619 feet), which can be ascended from Entlcbuch in 
3 V* hours. The prospect it commands, from the Siiutis to 
the MoUson, has gained it the name of the Bigi of the 
Emmental, and as an hotel stands on tbe summit, the 
Napf is much frequented by excursionists. In returning, a 
halt may be made at the Kurhaus of Menzberg. 

The next station is the handsome village of Schtipf- 
heim^ remariiable for its fine cottages, and the chief place 
in the vaUey if £ntlebuch. While the mam yalley extends 
further to EscMzmatt^ at Schupfheim the romantic Alpine 
glen of Fluhli branches off towards the south, and in V2 
hours we reach the little mountain village of the same 
name, situated in a sheltered combe at an altitude of 2930 
feet above the sea. For several years past FliUUi has been a 
popular climatic health-resort, and it is also the starting- 
point for a series of beautiful niuuiiUiiueering excursions. 
The most interesting of these leads through the further 1 art 
of the valley, the pleasant, grassy Sdrenberg, a little mountain 
resort to the Brtenzer Rothorn (7713 ft), where the traveller 
will find a railway to Brienz. 
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THE SEETAL RAILWAY. 

The "Lake Valley" railway affords an opportunity for 
excursions into the Swiss hill country, the pleasant, fertile, 
and prosperous Seetal^ which derives its name from the pretty 
lakes of Baldegg and HallwiL Branching off from the main 
line to Basle near EmmenhrUcke station, and passing the old 
convent of Rathausen, on the Reuss, the railway leads

through Eschenhach and Ballwil to the trim and pleasantly 
situated village of Hochdorf. The Hoheiirain (2014 feet), 
a much frequented point of view, can be ascended from here 
in half an hour. The castle, an ancient stronghold of the 
Knights of St. John, is now the Deaf and Dumb Asylum. 
In another hour and a half we reach the health-resort of Horhen, 
commanding a fine view ; on the way we pass the picturesque 
ruins of Hiinegg. An excursion on the west side, towards 
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Romerswil, is no less interesting, particularly from Eschen- 
bach through Kl5pfen and Sonnenfels to Rothenburg. The 
next stations are Baldegg and Gelfingen, situated on the pretty 
little Lake of Baldegg, beyond which lies the Castle of Heid- 
egg. We now quickly reach Hitzkirch-Richensee station and 
the large and trim village of Hitzkirch, with its prebend, built 
by the Teutonic Order, lying pleasantly at the foot of the 
elongated Lindcnberg. 
Then follow Ermensee, 
Mosen and the hand- 
some and flourishing 
Beinwilf high above 
the shores of the Lake 
of Hallwil. From Bein- 
wil a branch of the 
Seetal Railway leads 
to the large, neat, and 
populous villages of 
Reinach and Alenzikerij 
as well as to the 
village of Milnster 
with its venerable old 
convent of Beromiinster 
and its "Schloss," in 
which the first Swiss 
printing-press was erec- 
ted. From Beinwil a 
good path leads in three- 
quarters of an hour to the Honiberg, the summit of which 
commands not only a fine view of the Seetal but also a 
magnificent panorama of the Alps. 

A prospect not inferior in beauty is afforded by the 
Eichhergy which may be reached in 17^ hours by the road 
leading past Hallwil Castle, and we can descend either to 
Beinwil or by a somewhat longer road to the town of 




Castle of Hallwil 
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Lenzburg. Hoiuberg and Eichberg are favourite resorts not 
only of the inhabitants of the district but also of visitors 
from Lucerne. 

Passing the pretty little town of Lenzhnrg, with its 
romantically situated castle, of ancient date but still in good 
proserration, the raOwaj leads to WUdegg, where it con- 
nects with the Zurich and Berne line. An interesting excursion 

may be made by steamer or rowing-boat across the lake to the 
old castle of Hallwil or to the health-resort of Bre$tenberg, 



ZUG, ITS LAKE AND ENVIRONS. 

Last, though not least attractiye among the excursions 
from Lucerne, comes a trip to the neighbouring town of 
Zug^ which may he reached either by rail via Bothkreuz 
and Cham, or by steamboat yia Kttssnacht and Immensee. 

The pleasant situation of Zug, on its blue lake, in full view 
of the liigi and Pilatus, no letss than the neat and trim 
appearance of the town, renders it deserving of a visit. In 
spite of modern improyements, Zag still retains, thanks to 
the numerous towers of its ancient fortifications, the antique 
appL :iia,uce which has led to its being designated Llie Aarem- 
berg of Switzerland. 

Among the sights of the cheerful little town we may 
give the first place to the ancient Bathaua, a massiye building 
containing the Historical and Antiquarian Museum, In the 
church of St. Oswald the paintings by Deschwanden in the choir, 
and the old and valuable ecclesiastical vestments and altar 
plate, are worthy of notice, as are also the altar-pieces in the 
Capuehin Church, while the large collection of weapons and 
flags in the Arsenal testifies to the warlike prowess of the 
men of Zag in the olden time. 
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In the immediate enyirons of the town munerons modern 
villas and pretty eonntry-honses have sprung up, and beaati- 

fnl walks may be taken in every direction. For instance, 
there are the carefully kept paths leading to the neighbour- 
ing points of view Jinown as the • Ouggi and BohlgittscK 

In the romantic wooded glen of the Lorzentobel (1 hour 
by footpath through Talackcr, carriage road to Baar) is the 
entrance to the yery iDteresting stalactite cayem known as 
St. Martin's Grotto, one of the most remarkable formations 

of the kind in Switzerland. Not far off are the municipal 
electric works. 

The heijjhts of the long ridge called the Zuj^erberg 
offer the chief attraction to the traveller. The excellent 
road to the summit leads through grassy meadows and cool 
woods traversed by plashing torrents, and affords from time 
to time pleasing vistas of the lake below us. In 20 minutes 
we pass the Pension Guggitalj ami cuine in the course of an hour 
to the health-resorts of Felseuegg and SchSnfels, connected 
with each ot^er by shady grounds, and commanding a view 
of the country between the Alps and Jura, with its lakes and 
villages. The neighbouring elevation of the Hochwaeht affords 
a view to the south, including the peaceful vale of Aegeri 
with its lake, and the majestic range of the Alps beyond. 
From here we may continue our excursion to the summit of 
the Bosgberg) 27^ hours distant (hotel) which commands a 
panorama vying in grandeur with that from the Bigi ; or we 
can descend by a circuitous path to the climatic health- 
resort of Unterageri, or by way of Allenwindcn to the 
hydropathic establishment of Sehonbrunu, and thence return 
to Zug* Near Schdnbrunn rises the Gubel, a favourite point 
of view, and half an hour's walk from it lies the village of 
Menzingen with a large girls' school. Other points of interest 
in the vicinity of Zug are the large industrial village of 
Baar, with its church upwards of a thousand years old. 
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and €ham with the extensive works of the well-known AngUh 
Swi99 CondenMd Milk Company. 

A charminfi^ excurdion may be made across the Lake of 
Zug by steamboat, past Oberwil, Waichwil, and the pro- 
montory of Buonas with its two castles, to Inunensee, whence 
a walk of V* brings us throagh the famons Hohle 

Gasse to Kiissnacht on the Lake of Lucerne, where we can 
take the steamboat to that city. A new railway line runs 
along the beautiful south-eastern bank of the lake to Walch- 
wUy a fayonrite summer resort, and throu^^ orchards and 
groves of chestnut-trees to the villages of Arth and 0oldaii» 
where the St Gothard Bailway affords communication with 
Lucerne.

(SOUTH EASTERN RAILWAY.) 

In conclusion we have to describe a **tourist railway line** 

in the strictest sense of the term — one of those, which are 
so numerous in the vicinity of the Lake of the i our Cantons, 
namely the South Eastern Eailway of Switzerland, connecting 
the tourist centres of the Lake of Lucerne with Einsiedeliif 
the famous place of pilgrimage, and the Lake of Zurich* 

The South Eastern Eailway branches oil from the St. 
Gothard Bailway at Goldau station (see p. 74) and ascends 
through the romantic scenery of the landslip of Gtoldau to 

Stcinerberg, where a jfine view of the valley of Schwy/. 
opens, iucreasin*^ in grandeur every moment till it embraceti 
the precipices and glaciers of the Urirothstock. 

Beneath the forests of the Bigi lies the placid Lake of 

Loworz, in the nddst of which rises the little Island of

JSehwanau, famous in legend ; the St. Gothard Uailwaj inter- 
sects the green yalley, in which, haJi liidden among its 
orchards, lies Steinen, the birthplace of the fMttriot Werner 

Stauffaclier. We can also follow with our eye the track of 
the Arth-Rigi Kailway from the debris-strewn fields of Goldau 
to the Krabelwand, where it enters the romantic wooded 
ravine through which it ascends to Bigi->Kli^sterli. 

We have a fine view, too, of the different summits of 
the but on reaching Sattol Station the prospect becomes 
more restricted. Sattel is the starting-point for various 
interesting excursions; the famous battle-field of Morgarten is 
only 20 minutes' walk from here, and in half an hour we 
reach the beautiful Lake of Aegeri, remote from all the 
tumult of the world. In a hollow bounded by <5^rassy slopes 
lie the villages of Ober- and Unter-Aegeri, from which a road 
leads down to Zug through the romantic valiej of the Lorze. 
From Sattel to Zug is a walk of 3 hours. 

A delightful walk may also be taken from Sattel by 
Adelboden to Schwyz (V.h hours) with the panorama de- 
scribed above ; from Sattel, too, we may make the very in- 
teresting ascent to the Wildspitat (4855 feet, Vji hours) 
with an inn near the top, while a walk of V/% hours further 
on brings us to the Qnlppen^ commanding a striking yiew of 
the landslip of Goldau. At Sattel the railway enters the 
picturesque ravine of Steiuenau, and leads to Rothenthurm 
station. The Tillage, which possesses a handsome new church, 
derives its name from an ancient tower, doubtless erected 
for purposes of defence; in the year 1798 it witnessed the 
victory of the Swiss over a French army outnumbering them 
by ten to one. Traversing a stretch of treeless lii'lds and 
peat-moors with a view of the Hohe Rhone and the sana- 
torium of Gotschaikenberg, we reach Biberbrlieke Junction. 
The line bearing to the left descends through the ravine of the 
Sihl (affording us meanwhile a superb view of northern and 
eastern Switzerland) down to Eichtersweil and Wiideusweil 
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on the Lake of Zurich, the other line branches off to Pfaffi- 
kon, crosses the Lake by a dam more than half a mile 
in length, and reaches the pleasant little town of Rappers^^ il, 
which, with its ancient and venerable castle, looks invitingly 
across the lake. The castle contains the large historical and 




art collections of the Polish National Mnseiiin. On the castle 
mount is a beautiful promenade, the Lindcnhof with its ancient 
lime-trees, and magnificent points of view. In the town itself 
the Council-house, dating from the fifteenth century, with its 
Gotluc wood-carvings, is worth a visit. 

The railway connects here with the Zurich-Coire and 
Arlberg lines, as well as with the steamboats on the Lake 
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of Zurich. From Biberbrucke Junction the train conveys us 
in a few minutes to the famous pilgrimage-place of Eln- 
siedeln, visited year after year by 150,000 pilgrims from 
every part of Europe. 

Einsiedeln lies on a lofty plateau, surrounded by dusky 
woods, and forming, from a geological and botanical point 
of view, one of the most remarkable districts of Switzerland. 
The chief object of interest at Einsiedeln is the Benedictine 
Abbey, founded in the 10th century and richly adorned with 
gold and silver ornaments as well as with pictures and 
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statuary. The convent possesses a famous collection of 
manuscripts and ancient books. At various times it has 
suffered from conflagrations, and the present structure dates 
only from the last century. In an open space in front of 
the convent stands a pavilion of black marble, with a statue 
of the Holy Virgin and a drinking fountain with 14 spouts ; 
in the surrounding arcades there are bazaars with devotional 
objects of all kinds. The church, with its two slender towers 
and lofty choir, is richly adorned with fresco paintings and gild- 
ing, and contains a chapel of black marble in which is dis- 
played the famous image of the Holy Virgin, covered with gold 
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and precious stones, and' forming the chief object of the pil* 

grims^ Teneration; The Abbey -contains many other interestiiig ^ 

objects, for instance the music room with its portraits of the ^ 

numerous sovereigns who have conferred benefits upon the ^ 

monastery and the hbrarj. It maintains a weU attended college, ^ 

and numbers among its 80 priests sayants of European celebri- ^ 

ty. The inonks devote considerable attention to agriculture, in ^ 

which they are extremely skilful. The vilhi^^e of Einsicdelii *- 

itself consists for the most part of inns and lodging-houses ' 

for the pilgrims, and of shops in which cruci^es, rosaries, ii 

and similar objects are offered for sale; it also contains the % 

largest Catholic ecclesiastical printing works in the world. % 

On high festivals especially the pilgrims assemble here in ^ 
great nuiabers, and the scene almost defies description. The 

lover of nature, too, ^vill find plenty to interest him in hill* ^ * 

encircled Einsiedeln. The twin peaks of the Jklythen are seen }t 
to great advantage from here; indeed, a visit to £insiedeln 
may well be combined with the ascent of the Grosse Alytheu, 
descending direct to bchwyz.

but nothing more. The various tours described above can p 

be combined in scores of ways wliich it is needless to parti- (y^ 
cularize. Where picturesi^ue scenery is as abundant as it is 

in the neighbourhood of Lucerne, it matters little widch ^ j 

direction we take, if we but keep our eyes open to the x:Ji^ 

beauties that surround us.

Lucerne is an important railway junction. 

The Swiss Fedsrat Railways (main lines to Basle, Zurich, 
Schaffhansen, Eomanshorn and the Arlberg, also main line 
to Berne), the Seoiai Railway (main line to Lenzbur^) connect 

here, and all afford access to the world-famous St. Gothard 
Railway. 

The BrDnig Railway connects Lucerne with the Bernese 
Oberland. Lucerne is also the starting-point for visits to the 
Rigr, Pilattts,and Stansarliom Mountain Railways. Electrie Rail- 
way from Stansstad to Engelberg. PUectric liailwaj from 
Brunnen to Morschach (Axenfels-Axenstein). 

Ir the city itself is the cable railway to the Giltsch, a 
magnifieent point of view ; at Kriens, cable railway to the 
Sonnanberg; at Kehrsiten there is a cable railway to the 
heights of the BUrgenstock. From Lucerne to Kriens there is 
an electric tramway. At Goidau connection with Ein&iedcin 
and Lake of Zurich.

STEAMBOAT ROUTES.
